eos. 

The expenditure on railways, canals and 
public works was $4,146,020 ; investments 
$655,435; and railway subsidies $1,406,533. 

Of the 101 railway subsidies authorized 
by Parliament forty-four companies have 
not yet entered into contracts with the 
Government. The total amount granted 
under the several railway subsidy Acts ia 
$10,395,565, of which $4,082,507 has been 
earned and paid, leaving six and a quarter 
millions as the amount not paid on Dec. 
31 Jast. The amount sanctioned by Parlia- 
ment during the last session on account of 
railway subsidies was $2,187,600, of which 
$470,000 was in lieu of the samo amount 
granted at previous sessions. The Govern- 
ment also paid on account of the expenses 
connected with the late rebellion in the 
Northwest territories $293,917.79. The 
total’amount of all these classes of expendi- 
ture belog $6,501,906,85. 

The receipts on account of Dominion 
lands were $191,781.78 ; the investments 
for sinking funds, $1,592,952.62 ; the 
amount of debt redeemed was $2,279,558. - 
64, On the other hand the addition to the 
amount at the creditof depositors in the 
savings bank was $3,658,461.49, making a 
total balance due to depositors in these in- 
stitutions of $40,832,275,37. The note 
ciroulation decreased $1,237,820.72. The 
total result of the year’s transactions has 
been to increase the net debt to $227,313,- 
911.06. an addition of $4,154,803.97. As 
a consequence of the redemption of some 
of the smaller loans bearing high rates of 
interest, s further redvotfon has been 
effected in the net rate of interest paid on 
the gross debt of the Dominion. The rate 
paid on the net debt at the time of Con- 
federation was $4.64, and it is now reduc- 
ed to $3.54. The amount of the funded 
debt payable in England has been reduced 
by asmall amount through the maturity 
of loans issued by the Province of New 
Brnnswick before Confederation and now 
stands at $171,675,735.89. On the other 
hard the sinking fundsincreased from $17- 
461,623.98 to $19,054,576.60. 

The revenue derived from taxation in 
1887 reached $28,687,001, or nearly three 
and a half millions in excess of the previous 
year. The bulk of this increase, three 
millions, was from Customs, the remainder 
being credited to Excise. The other prin- 
cipal items of income on account of the con- 
solidated fund are Interest on Investments, 
and the Revenue from the Postoftice and 
Goverument Railways and Canals. The 
interest on investments yielded $990,000, a 
decrease of over one million ; due to the 
fact of the Canadian Pacific paying off their 
loan ; Public Works, $3,270,000, a gain of 
$200,000, and the Postal Service, $2,020,- 
000, a gain of $120,000. 

The above figures are quite satisfactory, 
and it is still more gratifying to note that 
the prospect for the current year is bright, 
there haying been up to the 31st of Decem- 
ber a surplus of, in round numbers, $2,000, - 
000.

As to Markets, 


According tothe figures given in the 
trade and navigation returns of 1887 our 
chief exports in that year were animals 
and their products, $25,072,539 ; agricul- 
tural produots, $23,719,148 ; aad products 
of the forest, $22,248,483. Now of 
these leading articles of Canadian export 
Great Britain purchased last year to the 
value of $40,870,719, while the purchases 
of the United States amounted to but 
$26,261,849. Ourtotalexports to Great 
Britain increased by over $3,000,000 last 
year, while our exports to the United States 
increased by only about one million. The 
factis that Great Britain and not the 
United States is the best market for our 
surplus products and is the market we 
should seek to develop. Asthe Montreal 
Gazette says : *‘ The truth is our neighbors’ 
purchase of farm and live stock products 
are confined toa few articles, auch as bar- 
ley, horses, potatoes and eggs, We send 
them a considerable quantity of these to 
make good the deficiency in the home sup- 
ply, for which they pay us a good price, 
since they must have them, whether the 
duty beaddedto the price ornot. It is 
undoubtedly desirable to obtain a free mar- 
ket for these products, lumber, and coal in 
the United States, but when we are asked 
te pay as the price of the privilege the loss 
of the more profitable British market, the 
loss of the home market, and the destrud. 
tion of the mercantile and manufacturing 
interests of our country the bargain is de- 
cidely too onesided.’” Our farmers especi- 
ally should mark the facts here stated. 
They may rest assured that commercial 
union with the United States would injure 


more than it would benefit them.—ings- 
ton News. 


A Terrible Tragedy. 


Sr. Joseru, Mo,, Jan. 31.—A terrible 
tragedy is reported at Wallace. For some 
time a young man named Blakely had been 
paying attention to Annie Estes, a 16 year 
old girl. Her family objected to Blakely, 
but Sunday night the couple attended 
church. After the service they were met 
outside by Peter Estes, the girl’s father, 
and William, her 18 year old brother, A 
quarrel arose between Blakely and the 
Estes, which resulted in father and son 
killing Blakely. Both have beon arrested. 
The girl has lost her reason. 


Bridging the Bnglish Channel, 

The London Times states that a scheme 
for the erection of a bridge over the Eng- 
lish Channel is in active consideration 
among French capitalists and engineers. 
The projected bridge would be 22 miles 
long, resting on piers of concrete and mas- 
onry 160 feet long by 100 broad, placed at 
intervals of 550 yards. The causeway of 
the bridge would be 160 feet above the sea 
level, to permit the passage of ships, and 
would be 100 feet wide. The estimated 
cost is $200,000,000, It appears that the 
channel is not so deep as is generally sup- 
posed. There are shallows out from Folke- 
stone not over twenty feot from the sur- 
face, the depth from those shallows to the 
shore on either side varying from 100 to 
160 feet

The Manchester ship Canal, 


This great work has actually been com- 
menced. The other day the first sod wae 
quietly and unostentatiously cut, and now 
we learn that the first steam navy or dig- 
ger has been set to work, and several more 
have been mounted on the rails ready to 
begin.

late. In such aconclusion, and in that 
above, is there hope of better things. It 
is idle to appes! to the Grit party to carry 
on elections in an honorable and manly 
way ; the futility of appeals to that rotten 
party on moral grounds has so often been 
proved as to require no further demonstra- 
tion. But, when all the corruptionists,ow- 
ing to exposure and punishment, reach 
the conclusion that bribery docs not pay 
and that honesty is the only safe policy, 
they will abandon their “human devices," 
Then, and not until then, will the verdict 
of the electors be honestly given. The 
only fear is that Mr. Mowat may step in 
with another amendment to the election 
law which may render it still more difficult 
to oust the men who purchase their seats 
than did his previous legislation to that 
end. 


THE N. P. AND COAL. 


The Halifax Herald publishes a telegram 
from Sydney, Cape Breton, which shows 
that 428,528 tons of shipping arrived there 
Jast year, against 245,200 in 1879. Laat 
year's arrivals included 300 ocean-going 
steamers, The ooal shipments from 
Sydney harbor last year were the largest 
on record, reaching 428,628 tons, compar- 
ed with 128,061 tonsin 1873. There has 
been such a constant increase in the Cape 
Breton coal trade under the National Po- 
licy and the prospects of taking the Cana- 
dian market to a greater extent are so pro- 
mising that thereisa feeling of concern 
there respecting the proposed reciprocity 
treaty with the United States, as they are 
likely to lose a sure and increasing mar- 
ket in Canada if the duty is removed by 
American and English competition for an 
uncertain, fluctuating and doubtful market 
in the United States. The coal shipments 
to the United States from Nova Scotia 
during the first eight years of reciprocity 
only increased from 139,125 tons in 1854 
to 192,512 tons in 1862, It was only dur- 
ing the high war prices that coal shipments 
thence assumed any consicerabic propor- 
tions. They declined again as the Ameri- 
can market came back to its normal con. 
dition, while the Nova Sootia shipments to 
the upper provinces under the National 
Policy show steady increase from 83,710 
tons in 1878 to nearly 700,000 tons in 1887,

Mr. J. states “‘when it comes to the 
matter of deciding whether in this Domin: 
ion there shall be absolute prohibition of 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicants, 
(he) shall vote for the measure that will 
carry it into effect.” Wonderful. When 
ha can’t help it he wi!l go with the major- 
ity. The temperance people will not want 
him, nor will they thank him for his sup- 
port, when not needed. Now is the time 
to try men’s souls, no bimeby with me. 

Probably Mr. J. is pandering to the ma- 
jority for a purpose, but let that pass, No 
doubt he will be well watched from this 
time forward.

Brooxpyy, Jan. 20.—TDhe Rev, T. De Witt 
Talmags, D. D.,. preaehed today in the 
Broolyn Tabertincle the fourth of the series of 
“Sermons to the Women of America, with 
Inpportant Hints to Mow." The subject of 
the sermon was: ‘Dominion of. Fashion,” 
and the text was from Deuteronomy. xxii, 5 
“The wonin shall notwear,that mhich per 
taiheth unto a man neither shall e man put 
on & woman's garnient; fof all that do so are 
abomination unto the: Lord) thy God." Dr. 
Talmage said: 

In this, the fourth sermon of the series of 
sernions, L wish those who, lear) to: bear in 
wind that I take into’ Consideration not only 
those whom I bave before me on :Sabbath 
days, but the wideraudioncs opened through 
the printing press; and while''séme things 
may not be particularly appropriate for one 
locality, they are appropriate for many other 
localities. And here T will tell a secret that 
A have never, before told in. public About 
twenty years ago I began to, pray that God 
would open to me the opportunity of preach- 
ing through the secular newspaper press. 
The religious papers in which my sermons 
had been published chiefly went to positively 
religious famikes. «\So1 asked God: for the 
wider field in which’ to proclaim the great 
truths of religion, and good morals, In a 
strange way the answer,came. «And the syn-

God thonght«womanly cattire of: enough 
importance to have it/diseussed! in:the Bible, 
;Paui the,apostie, by ne meansa sentimental- 
ist, and accustomed to dwell on,.the great 
themes of God and, the ‘resurrection, writes 
about the arrangement of -pwoman's hair and 
the'style ‘of her’ jewelry, ‘ahd ‘in’ my text 
Moses, his ear yet filled with the thunder of 


) Mount: Sinai, declares:\that womanly attire 


must be in marked: contrast with masculine 
attire, and infraction of that law excites the 
indignation of high heaven. Just in propor- 
tion as tho morals of a country or an age are 
depressed is; that. law defiled. Show me the 
fashion plates of apy century, from the time 
of the deluge to this, and’ I will tell you the 
exact stato of public morals. Bloomerism in 
this country years ago seemed about to break 
down this divine law, but there was enough 
of good in American society to bent back the 
indecency. Yet ever and anon we have im- 
imported from sFrance, or perbaps invented 
on this side the sea, a style that proposes, as 
far as possible, to make women dress like 
men, and thousands of young women catch 
the mode, until some one goes a little too far 
in imitation of masculinity, and the whole 
custom, by the good sense of»American wo- 
manhood, is obliterated. 

The costumes of the countries are different, 
ond in the*same~ country» may change, but 
there is a divinely ordered dissimilarity 
which must be forever observed. Any di- 
vergence from this 1s administrative of vice 
and runs against the keen thrust of the text, 
which says: ‘‘The woman shall not wear 
that which pertaineth u@to man, neither 
shall a man put on 4 woman's garment; for 
all that do so are abomination nnto the Lord 
thy God.”

And they simper, and they go with mincing 
step, and lisp, and scream at nothing, and 
take ona languishing look, and bang their 
hair, and are the nauseation of honest folks 
of both sexes, Oh, man, bea man! : You be- 
long to quite a respectable sex. The starting 
figure of the buman race was a man. Do 
not try to cross over, and so becomea hybrid, 
neither one nor the other, but a failure, half 
way between. 

Alike repugnant are masculine women 
They copy 4 man’s stalking gait and godown 
the street with the stride of a walking beam. 
They wish they could smoke cigarettes, and 
some of them do. They talk boisterously and 
try to sing bass. “They do not: laugh, they 
roar. They cannot quite manage the broad 
profanity of the sex they rival, but their 
conversation is often a half swear; and if 
they said ‘Ob, Lord!" in earnest prayer as 
often as they say itin lightness they would 
be high up in sainthood. Withal there is an 
assumed rugosity of appare), and they wear 
a man’s hat, only changed by being in two 
or three places smashed in and a dead canary 
clinging to the general wreck, and a man's 
coat tucked in bere and there according to an 
unaccountable esthetics, Oh, woman, stay a 
woman! You also belong to a very respect. 

The second figure of the human 
ToCce was 4 worman, and sometimes a second 
edition of a volume is the first edition im 
proved and corrected. Do not try to cross 
over. If youdo you will be a failure asa 
woman and only a nondescriptof a man 
Wo already have enough intellectual and 
moral bankrupts tm cur sex without your

In my ‘text, as by a parable or figure of 
speech, it is made evident that Moses, the in 
spired writer, as vehemently as ourselves, 
reprehended the effeminate man and the 
masculine woman: ‘The woman shall not 
wear that which pertaineth unto a man, 
neither shalla man put on a woman's gar 
ment: for all that do so are abomination unto 
the Lord, thy God.” 

My text also sanctions fashion. Indeed, it 
sota n fashion! Thereisa great deal of sense 
less cant on the subject of fashion A 
man or man who does not regard it is unfit 
for good neighborhood. The only question is 
whatis right fashion and what is wrong 
fashion. Before I stop I want to show you 
that fashion haa been one of the most potent 
of reformersand one of the vilest of usurpers, 
Sometimes it has been an angel from heavou 
and at others it has been the mother of abom

You have no right with your eccentricities 
to crash in upon the sensitiveness of others, 
There is no virtue in walking with hoofs over 
fine carpets. The most jagged rock is cov-

There are men who pride themselves on 
their capacity to “stick” others. They say: 
“I have brought bim down, Didn't I make 
him squirm!’ Others pride themselves on 
their outlandish apparel. They boast of 
being out of the fashion, They wear a queer 
hat, They ride in an odd carringe. By dint 
of perpetual application they would per 
sunde the world that they are perfectly in- 
different to public opinion. They are more 
proud of being “out of fashion” than others 
aro of being in. They are utterly and uni- 
versally disagreeable. Their rough corners 
have never been worn off. They prefer a 
hedgehog to a lamb. 

The accomplishments of life are in no wise 
productive of affeminacy or enervation. 
Good. manners and a respect for the tastes 
of others are indispensable. The Good Book 
speaks fayorably of those who area ‘‘pecu- 
liar” people; but that does not sanction the 
behavior of queer people. There is no ox- 
cuss, under any circumstances, for not being 
and acting the lady or gentleman. Rudeness 
issin. Webave no words too ardent to ex- 
press our admiration for the refinements of 
society. There is no law, moral or divine, to 
forbid elegance of demeanor, or ornaments 
of gold, or gems for the person, artistic dis- 
play in the dwelling, gracefulness of gait 
and bearing, polite salutation or honest com- 
pliments; and he who is shocked or offended 
by these had better, like the old Scythians, 
wear tiger skins and take one wild leap back 
into midnight barbarism. As Christianity 
advances there will be better apparel, higher 
styles of architecture, more exquisite adorn- 
ments, sweeter, music, grander pictures, more 
correct behavior and more thorough ladies 
and gentlemen. 

But there is another story to be told. 
Wrong fashion is to be charged with many 
of the worst evils of society, and its path has 
often been strewn with the bodies of tho 
slain. It has often set up a false standard by 
which people are to be fudged. Our common 
sense, as well as all the divine intimations on 
the subject, teach us that people ought to be 
esteemed according to their individual and 
moral attainments. The man who has the 
most nobility of soul should be first, and he 
who has the least of such qualities should 
stand last. No crest, or shield, or escutcheon 
can indicate one’s moral peerage. Titles of 
duke, lord, esquire, earl, viscount or patrician 
ought not to raise ono into the first rank. 
Some of the meanest men I havo ever 
known had at the end of their namo 
D.D., LL. D. and F. R. 8. Truth, honor, 
charity, heroism, self sacrifice should win 
highest favor; but inordinate fashion says: 
“Count not a wordin's virtues; count her 
adornments.” ‘‘Look not at; the contour of 
the head, but see the way she combs her 
hair.” ‘Ask not what noble deéds have 
been accomplished by that man’s hand; but 
{is it white and soft?!” Ask not what good 
sense is her conversation, but ‘In what was 
she dressed?’ Ask not whether there was 
hospitality and cheerfulness in the house, but 
“In what style do they live!” 

As a consequence, some of the most ignor- 
ant and vicious men are at the top, and some 
of the most virtuous and intelligent at the 
bottom. During the last war we suddenly 
saw men hurled up into the highest social 
positions, Had they suddenly reformed from 
evil habits, or graduated in) science, or 
achieved sonie good work, fon society? No, 
they simply had obtained a government con- 
tract! 

This accounts for the utter chagrin which 
people feel at the treatment they receive 
when they lose their property. Hold up your 
head amid financial disaster like a Christian! 
Fifty thousand subtracted from a good nian 
leaves how much? Honor, truth, faith in 
God, triumphant hope, and a kingdom of 
ineffable glory, over which he is to reign 
forever and ever. 

If the owner of millians should lose a penny 
out of his pocket would he sit down ona 
curbstone and ery! And shall a man pos- 
sessed of everlasting fortune wear himself 
out with, grief because he has lost. worldly 
treasure! You have only lost, that in which 
hundreds of wretched, misers surpess you; 
and you bave saved that which the Casars, 
and, the Pharaobs, and the Alexanders could 
never afford. 

And yet society thinks differently, and you 
see the most intimate friendships broken up 
as the consequence of financial embarrass- 
ments. You say to some one; ‘How is your 
friend?’ The man looks bewildered and says: 
"Ido not know.” You reply: ‘Why, you 
used to be intimate.” “Well,” says the man, 
“our friendsbip has been dropped. The man 
has failed.” 

roclamation bas gone forth. ‘'Velvets 

must go up and plain apparel must come 
down,” and the question is: ‘How does the 
coat fit!” not.“Who wears it!” The power 
that bears the tides of excited population up 
and down our streets, and rocks the world of 
commerce, and thrills all nations, trans- 
Atlantic and cis-Atlantic, is clothes. It de- 
cides the last offices of respect; and how long 
the dress shall be totally black; and when it 
may subside into spots of gricf on silk, calico 
or gingham. . Men die in good circumstances, 
but by reason of extravagant funeral ex- 
penses are well nigh insolvent before they 
get buried. Many men would not dio at all 
if they had to wait until they could afford it 

Wrong fashion is productive of a most 
ruinous strife. The expenditure of many 
households is adjusted by: what their neigh 
bors hare, not by what they themselves can 
afford to bave; and the great anxiety is as 
to who shall have the finest house and the 
most costly,equipage. The weapons used in 
the warfare of social life are not Minle rifles, 
and Dahlgren guns, and Hotchkiss shells, but 
chairs, and mirrors, and vases, and Gobelins, 
and Axminsters. Many housebold establish 
ments are like racing steamboats propelled 
at the utmost strain and risk, and just com- 
ing to a terrific explosion Who cares,” 
say they, “if we only come ont ahead!” 

There is no one cause today of more finan 
cial embarrassment and of more dishonesties 
than this determination at all hazards to live 
well as or better than people, 
There are persons who will risk their eter- 
nity upon one pier mirror or who will dash 
out the splendora of heaven to get another 
trinket

Again: Wrong fast people un 
natural aud untrue. It is a factory from 
which bas come forth more hollow pretenses 
and unmeaning flatterios and hy » than 
the Lowell mills ever turned out shawls and 
garments, Fashion is the greatest of all 
liars, It has made society ineinc ere. You 
know not what to believe. When people ask 
you to come you do not know whether or not 
they want you to come. When they send 
their regards you do not know whether it is 
an expression of their heart, or an external 
civility. We have learned to take almost 
everything ata discount. Word is sent “not 
at home” when they are only too lazy to dress 
themselves, They say: “Tho furnace has 
just gone out” when in truth they have bad 
no fire in itall winter, They apologize for 
the unusual barrenness of their table when 
they never live any better. They decry their 
most luxurious entertainments to win a 
shower of approval. They apologize for 
their appearance, as though it were unusual, 
when always at home they look just so. They 
would mako you believe that some nice sketch 
on the wall was the work of a master painter. 
“It was an heirloom and once hung on the 
walls of a castle; and a duke gave it to their 
grandfather.” People who will not lie about 
anything elso will lie about a picture. On a 
small income we must make the world believe 
that we are affluent, and our life becomes a 
cheat, a counterfeit and a sham. 

Few people are really natural and unaf- 
fected. When I say this I do not mean to 
slur cultured manners, It is right that we 
should have more admiration for the sculp- 
tured marble than for the unhewn block o: 
the quarry. From many circles in life fash 
ion has driven out vivacity and enthusiasm 
A frozen dignity instend floats about the 
room and iceberg grinds against iceberg 
You must not laugh outright, it is vulgar 
You must smile. You must not dash rapidly 
across the room, you must glide. There is a 
round of bows, and grins, and flatteries, and 
ohs and abs, and simperings, and namby- 
pambyism, a world of which is not worth 
one good, round, honest peal of laughter. 
From such a hollow round the tortured guest 
retires at the close of the evening and assures 
his host that be has enjoyed himself. 

Thus social life has heen contorted and de- 
formed until, in some mountain cabin, where 
rustics gather to the quilting or the apple 
paring, there is more good cheer than in 
all the frescoed ice houses of the metropolis, 
We want in all the higher circles of society 
more warmth of heart and naturalness of 
behavior, and not so many refrigerators. 

Again: Wrong fashion is incompatible 
with happiness. Those who depend for their 
comfort upon the admiration of others are 
subject to frequent disappointment. Some- 
body will criticise their appearance, or sur- 
pass them in brilliancy, or will receive more 
attention. Ob, the jealousy and distraction 
and heart burnings of those who move in 
this bewildered maze! Poor butterflies! 
Bright wings do not always bring happiness. 
“She that liveth in pleasure is doad 
while she liveth.” The revelations of 
high life that come to the chal- 
lenge and the fight are only occasional crop- 
pings out of disquictudes that are under- 
neath, like the stars of heaven for multitude, 
but like the demons of the pit for hate. The 
misery that will to-night in the cellar cuddle 
up in the straw is not so utter as the princely 
disquietude that staiks through splendid 
drawing rooms, brooding over the slighta 
and offenses of luxurious life. The bitterness 
of life seems not so unfitting when drunk out 
of a pewter mug as when it pours from the 
chased lips of a golden chalice, In the sharp 
crack of the voluptuary’s pistol, putting an 
end to bis earthly misery, I hear the confir- 
mation that in a hollow fastidious lifo there 
is no peace, 

Again: Devotion to wrong fashion is pro- 
ductive of physical disease, mental imbecil- 
ity and spiritual withering. Apparel insuffi- 
clent to keep out the cold and the rain, or so 
fitted upon the person that the functions of 
life are restrained; late hours filled with ex- 
citement and feasting; free drafts of wine 
that make one not beastly intoxicated, but 
only fashionably drunk, and luxurious indo- 
lence—are the instruments by which this 
unreal life pushes its disciples, into valetudi- 
narianism and the grave. Along the walks 
of prosperous life death goes a-mowing—and 
such harvests as are reaped! Materia medica 
has been exhausted to find curatives for these 
physiological devastations. Dropsies, can- 
cers, consumptions, gout and almost every 
infirmity in all the realm of pathology have 
been the penalties paid. To counteract the 
damage pharmacy has gone forth with me 
dicament, panacea, elixir, embrocation, salve 
and cataplasm, 

To-night with swollen feet upon cushioned 
ottoman, and groaning with aches innumer- 
able, will be the votary of luxurious living, 
not half so happy as his groom or coal heaver, 
Wrong fashion is tho world’s undertaker, and 
drives thousands of hearses to Greenwabd 
and Laurel Hil) and Mount Auburn. 

But, worse than that, this folly isan intel- 
lectual depletion. This endless study of 
proprieties and etiquette, patterns and styles, 
is bedwarfing to the intellect. I never knew 
@ woman or a man of extreme fashion that 
knew much. How belittling the study of 
the cut of a coat, or the tie of a cravat, or 
the wrinkle in a sleeve, or the color of a rib- 
bon! How they are worried if something 
gets untied, or bangs awry, or is not nicely 
adjusted! With a mind capable of measuring 
tho height and depth of great subjects; able 
to unravel mysteries, to walk through the 
universe, to soar up into the infinity of God's 
attributes—hovering perpetually over a now 
style of cloak! I have known men reckless 
os to their character and regardless of inter- 
ests momentous and eternal, exasperated by 
tho shape of a vest button, What is the 
matter with that woman wrougbt up into 
the agony of despair? Oh, ber muff is out of 
fashion! 

Worse than all—this folly is not satisfied 
unti) it bas extirpated every moral sentiment 
and blasted the soul. A wardrobe is the rock 
upon which many a soul has been riven. The 
excitement of a luxurious life bas been the 
vortex that bas swallowed up more souls than 
the Maelstrom off Norwny ever destroyed 
ships. What room for elovating themes ina 
heart filled with the trivial and unreal! 
Who can wonder thatin this laste for sun 
gilded baubles and winged thistle down men 
and women sbould tumble into ruin! The 
travelers to destruction are not all clothed in 
rags. Onthat road chariot jostles against 
chariot; and behind steeds in harness golden 
plated and glittering, they go down, coach and 
four, herald and postilion, racketing on the 
hot pavements of boll. Clear the track! Ba 
vanors bang out thelr colora over the road; and 
trees of tropical fruitfulness overbranch tho 
way No sound of woe disturbs the air, but 
all is light, and song, and wine and gorgeous 
The world comes out to meet the daz 
“Hurral! burrab!"”

10,000 good women, who, in less resounding 
spheres, have lived not for themselves, but 
for God and the alleviation of human suffer- 
ing. That was a brilliant scene when, in 
1455, Mm the campaign for the capture of 
Ronda, Queen Elizabeth of Castile, on 
horseback, side by side with K ng Ferdinand, 
rode out to review the troops, As she 
in bright armor rode along the lines of the 
Spanish host, and waved her jeweled hand 
to the warriors, and ever and anon uttered 
words of cheer to the worn veterans who, far 
away from their homes, were risking their 
lives for the kingdom, it was a spectacle that 
illumines history. But more glorious will be 
the scene when that consecrated Christian 
woman crowned in heaven shall review the 
souls that on earth she clothed, and fed, and 
medicined, and evangelized, and then intro 
duced into the ranks celestial, As on the 
white horse of victory, side by side with the 
king, this queen unto God forever shall ride 
past the lines of those in whose salvation 
she bore a part, the scene will surpass any- 
thing ever witnessed on earth in the life of 
Joan of Arc, or Penelope, or Semiramis, or 
Aspasia, or Mariamne, or Margaret of Anjou. 
Ride on, victor!

We do not think so badly of the Govern- 
ment as to assume that it will neglect so 
manifest aduty. At the same time wo re- 
gard the opportunity as favorable for point 
ing out to the Mowat Administration, 
whether it takes our view of the subject or 
not, that the public have come to believe 
auch official excesses the necessary conse- 
quonce of the policy which turns oyery 
Provincial Government official into an 
electioneering agent; which arrays the 
bulk of the provincial official staff as active 
canvassers and wire-pullers against the 
Dominion Government, and which has up 
to the present moment openly encouraged 
the most partisan conduct on the part of 
officials, provided this was done to _bolater 
up the Government itself. To cite 
proofs would be time lost; they 
are evorywhere ; every contested elec- 
tion, whether Dominion or Provincial, 
secs the riding swarm with small officials, 
who act as if they had standing orders to 
cast themselves into struggles which should 
be conducted free from their official in- 
fluence, Considering the countenance and 
encouragement extended to this gross abuse 
of official position and the lengths to which 
it has been carried in the past, it is not 
surprising that the country has at last been 
a witness of official misconduct which might 
be deemed inoredible but for the fact that 
it has gone on before the eyes of the whole 
people. That the offenders count upon 
protection from the Provincial Governmeat 
13 not improbable, but for the sake of the 
good name of the province it is to be hop- 
ed they will be disappointed. © That they 
have not been deceived in relying upon the 
silence of the Reform press, which can only 
bo construed to mean approval, is only too 
true. They have, in fact, but carried 
out to its legitimate conclusion the sys- 
tem of calumnious assault upon the judges 
engaged in trying olection cases which the 
worst examples of the Grit press inaugurat- 
ed when the election trials began to go 
against the party ; and it was only to be 
expected that journals which did not hesi-

Manslaughter in Bedford, 
HOW JAMES MCKEEVER ‘WAS KILLED, 


- A correspondentsends to the Kingaton 


News particulars of the killing of the late 


James McKeever, of the townshipof Bed- 
ford, a respectable and industrious 9]d man 
who was well known in the community. 
He was a resident of Badford for over 
thirty years and was about eighty years of 
age at the time of his death. It appear 

that he and his two sons were engaged to 
cut cordwood for a Mr. Colter, about two 
miles from his own home, which he left on 
the 24th ult., abouc eight o'clock in the 
morning. On the way to his work he had 
to pass a place where whiskey is sold, and 
while passing that placehe was invited to 
enter and have something to drink. How 
much he drank is not known, but it ts 
known that he became intoxicated, and 
falling asleep he slept for three or four 
hours, Just as he was awakening a fight 
was taking place bpstairs in the building 
between the landlord and a lodger, and the 
old msn hearing the noise and becoming 
anxious to know what wasgoing on, he 
started up the stairs. On reaching the tcp 
of thesteps he looked at the combatants 
fora short time, Suddenly some person 
struck him a blow on the side which broke 
three of his ribs and sent him tumbling 
headlong down the stairs, at the foot of 
which he lay for some time unconcious. He 
died about 10 o'clock that night.

Education tn Japan, 


Interesting Letter from Miss Lund. 


Jo Gaxxo, 14 Ton Yaxa, Aryanu 

Toxyo, Japan, Jan, 4, 1888 

Doar Mrs, Oarman,—-Here wo aro in 
the Now Year with all ita joys and sorrows 
yot to boshown us, In a letter from my 
sister she says of last yoar, **twhat wondor- 
ful changes in our homo since last New 
Yoar and yot I have not, with one excep- 


tion, anything but bright memories,” | 
bolieve each of us can say the namo, as the 
little worries of every day life need pot 
matorially effect our happinesr, 

1 have bowen aperding my holidaya quict- 
ly in Tokyo, the mountain roads making it 
impossible to visit Mra, Saunby, but the 
forcnight's reat will do each of us good 

Our closing came offon the evening of 
the 22nd ult. The rooms wore arranged in 
the same way ao last year, and truly I 
never saw anything more tastefully done 


than the mauooer iv which the rooms were 
decorated, The girls brought flowers, 
berries, evergreens, otc., and themselves 
made the wreaths and helped put them up, 
The mottoes were made by students 
and teachers (Japanese). Right up in 
front the words "Merry Ohristmas" and 
** Happy New Year” in English were plac 
ed in evergreen, Above the first set of 
doors ** Peace on Earth, Good Will to Men" 
in Jupanese or rather Chinese characters ; 
above the next ** His Name shall be called 
Wonderful,” in English; while on the black 
board at the far end was anothor in Jap- 
anosy, ** Now is the accepted time ; now is 
the day of Salvation."" Then the lanterns 
(presented last year by Viscountess Tamao) 
were lighted and strung along tha partitions 
above the sliding doors or sho)i which divide 
the rooms into three separate compartments 
for class purposes. When the seven o'clock 
bell rang the girls marched down stairs and 
filed into their seats without a baulk, al- 
though they had simply been numbered 
after taking their seats at the rehearsal in 
the morning. I forgot tossy that most of 
the people had assembled by that time, in 
fact some of the Japanese were there by 
five p. m., but they, as a rule, think noth- 
ing of waiting half a day for what they 
wish to see. There Were fully five hundred 
(Sor and all were very much interested. 

r. Cochran opened with prayer and at its 
close all repeated the Lord’s Prayer. 


I do not koow when | have heard 
anything that filled me with a 
greater sense of thankfulness than 


that prayer. Japan asa nation does not 
bend before our God, but as surely as all 
these young christians go out from the Toyo 
Eima Jo Gakko, the christian young men 
from the Toyo Kima Gakko, from the hill ; 
and from all the christian schools in the land 
the time is not far distant when a new era, 
one which shall show forth what our Gospel 
can do in uplifting the down-trodden, rais- 
ing a high moral standard, and which sha] 
be felt trom the Emperor on his throne to 
the lowest peasant in his hut, shall dawn 
for Japan, 1 shall not go on to explain or 
rather describe the evening's proceedings, 
but simply send you a programme. 

1 do not think I ever told you about the 
literary society, At the opening of the term 
in September the girls meet(we always go in) 
and organize forthe year. The election of ot- 
cers is done by balloting as at home, only it 
is all accomplished in one evening. The 
president for this year is Miss Kin Wa- 
Kabayashi and upon her election she made 
a speech to thegirls urging them all to 
join with her in helping the teachers, by 
each feeling that whatever affected the 
honor or success of the schvol, affected her. 
What is best of all is, sho practices first 
what she urged home to each student. The 
society meets fortnightly and carries out its 
programme and reads that of the next 
meeting. One rule which they observe 
among themselyes is that unless sickness 
prevents compliance each girl shall when 
asked contribute her share in the pro- 
gramme. This understanding is so general 
that there is never a break—but on the 
contrary they rather enjoy taking part! 
While the meeting is in progresa the girls 
are allowed togo on with their sewing, 
knitting, etc , as they please, but study is 
prohibited and it is a pleasant sight to 
watch them. 

Now! must tell you about some New 
Year's customs. During the last two weeks 
of the year a vigorous house cleaning 
(many of the houses being scrubbed inside 
and out), decorating, and general prepara- 
tions for the New Year festivities, is car- 
ried on. Every house has some decorations 
—bamboo, pine, camellia boughs and what 
not, according to time and circumstances, 
placed first, outside the entrance or gates, 
while many have beautiful green arches 
mixed with flowers and red berries. The 
city has qnite a festive look when the pre- 
parations are complete, These are left up 
for a week or rather till the close cf the 
first week of the New Year. On Now 
Year's morning every Japanese on meoting 
his friend says, ‘Shin neu, O Mede to 
goyoa masu,” meaning ‘‘Complimenta of 
the New Year,” or ‘‘New Year's congratu- 
lations.” The most striking feature of 
the first days of the New Year is the almost 
universal practice of calling. I never knew 
that the practice cameto usfrom the east 
till | came here, but have learned that it 
did, ttough not necessarily from Japan. 
Very early on the first day it commences 
and is kept up with very little cessation for 
three days. The women do not go out on the 
first day, but of late years have done sc after 
that time. Oae needs to be up early on such 
days,as many of them start on their rounds 
very soon after day-light. The Ist, being 
Suuday, this year we put up a notice and 
so were not troubled on that day. How- 
ever on Monday we had eighty (80) be- 
tweon 8 a. m, and 6 p. m.; when tired out, 
wo told the servant not to bring any more 
up. Yesterday we did not receive but up- 
wards of fifty Jott cards, and there were 
quite a number tw day also. I am sorry to 
say there is a dark as well asa bright sido 
to this; ere night falls many are helpless 
from incoxication, and on Sabbath evening 
while returning from ShitayaS. 8. we met 
fifteen rickshas whose occupants’ heads 
were toppling about as if ona pivot. It is 
a saddening thought that the New Year's 
social custom should be so marred and 
bereft of its beauty and purity. 

I must close as the bell for retiring has 
been rung, and we make ita rule to obey 
its warning as promptly as possible,

REGULATION OF HOURS OF EMPLOYMENT — 


Below are the principal points ia the 
text of the bill brought in the legislature 
by Mr. Frasher last week to regulate the 
closing of shops and the hours of labor 
therein for children aud young persons :— 
A young person shall not be employed 
in or about a shop for a longer period than 
seventy four hours, including meal time, iu

A young person shall not, to the knowl- 
edge of his employer, be employed in a 
shop who haa been previously on the same 
day employed in any factory as defined by 
the Ontario Factories’ act for the number 
of hours permitted by the said act, or for a 
longer period than will complete such num- 


ber of hours. 


Where any young person is employed io 
or about a shop contrary to the provisions 
of this section, the employer shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be liable to a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each person 
so employed, with costs of the prosecution; 
and in default of immediate payment of 
auch fine and costs, to imprisonment in 
thecommon jail of the county within 
which the offance was committed for a per- 
iod not exceeding one month. 

The parent of any person employed ina 
shop in contravention of this section shall, 
unless such employment is without the 
consent, connivance or wilful default of 
such parent, be guilty of an offence in con- 
travention of this uct, and shall for each 
offence, on summary conviction thereof, 
incur and pay a fine of not more than 
twenty dollars and costs of prosecution, 
and in default of immediate payment of 
such fine and costa shall be imprisoned in 
the common jail of the county wherein the 
‘was committed for a period not ex- 
ceeding one month. 

The expression ‘tyoung people” in the 
above means any boy under the age of four- 
teen years, and any girl under the age of 


sixteen years, as the case may be.

In 1809 Butcher Paschke began business in 
Berlin. On Doo, 9 he killed his 200,000th 
goose, which, to suitably celebrate the occa- 
sion, was specially fattened, and afterward 
eaten with great ceremony. 

Princo Chun, the father of the reigning 
emperor of Chins, is not dead, as was re- 
ported in tho cable dispatches some weeks 
ago, but merely suffering from a passing in- 
disposition, due to a treatment of powdered 
otter’s liver, to which he had been subjected 
by his native medical attendant. An Eng- 
lish physician of the name of Dr. Manson has 
now been summoned from Hong Kong to 
take charge of the case of his imperial bigh- 
ness, this being the first occasion on which a 
foreign doctor has ever attended a member 
of the imperial family of China, 

The widow of the late Honry Ward Beecher 
has devoted herself to writing since Mr. 
Beecher’s death. In addition to assisting in 
the preparation of his “Life and Letters,” sho 
has written many oxcellent newspaper arti- 
cles, One of thom argues, with great good 
sense and ability, against familiarity, The 
gospel of reservo, that reserve necessary to 
the dignity of certain self contqined souls, 
and which well meaning but stupid friends 
s0_ often outrage, was never better preached. 
Mrs. Beecher is herself a lady into the depths 
of whose feoling, it is plain to be seen, neither 
friend nor stranger should try to enter unin- 
vited, Such persons appear cold to the ma- 
jority of others, because they hayea dignity 
of soul which commonplace minds cannot 
understand. 


Although his friends have known it fora 
long time, it seems to have just been made 
public that Mr, Amos R. Eno, alono and uh- 
assisted, refunded the entire amount of his 
son's deficit to the Second National bank, 
writing his check for $2,045,000. The $47,500 
advanced by Mr. William Walter Phelps for 
this purpose was returned to him with inter- 
est'by Mr. Eno. Mr. Phelps disclaims any 
credit he may have got from tho press for 
his part in this transaction, Mr, Eno being 
the sole loser by bis son's conduct. While 
Mr. Eno could well afford to refund this 
money, it was not incument upon him in 
law or equity. He did it of his own free will 
and accord because he believed it to be the 
right thing for him to do; and it may be 
truly said that few men, no matter what 
their bank account, would have acted with 
such noble generosity, particularly,as by $0 
doing he could not save his family from the 
mortification of a publicscandal. Mr. Amos 
Eno is a remarkable man in many ways. In 
the first place he amassed his largo fortune, 
which is estimated at from $10,000,000 to 
$20,000,000, by his own exertions, having 
comé to New York without 4 dollar in his 
pocket. When ho to edfn money he 
put it into real estate up around Broadway 
and Twenty-third street, which was then 
pretty far ont of town, Now in his old age 
he amuses himself with reading and study- 
ing. Within the last three or four years he 
has taught himself Italian, which, though he 
hesitates to speak, he understands perfectly, 
and can read as readily as English, 


The Gorman Crown Princess, 

“The German crown princess,” says Dr,’ 
Morell Mackenzie, ‘is a niodel nurse, having 
all her feelings under strict control and suf- 
fering without making any sign. I do not 
think I can be accused of flunkeyism, but it 
is the simple truth that she is the most re- 
markable woman I have ever met, Her 
knowledge of science is something quite ex- 
traordinary, and she is now thoroughly posted 
in the pathology and surgery of the larynx. 
I consider that very few medical men—not 
specialists—would be able to acquit them- 
selves satisfactorily if examined on these 
subjects by the crown princess, She dis- 
cussed the opinions of all the physicians and 
the various suggestions for treatment, criti- 
cising each with the most perfect knowledge 
and judgment, Yet there is no speck of 
‘blue’ about her. Her manner, when sho 
cares to please, bas an indescribablo fascina- 
tion about it, which makes one understand 
the devoted fecling of personal loyalty that 
bas sometimes been felt for princes. I can 
only. say that if‘all royal personages wero 
like this exalted lady and her gallant hus- 
band, repablicanism would ‘sodn be an ex- 
tinct tradition, —Boston Transcript. 


The Mahaorajah's Benevolence. 


The maharajah of Darbhanga, Bengal, has 
established, in connection with Lady-Duf- 
ferin’s medical aid for women fund, a bospi- 
tal and dispensary for women at a cost to 
himself of more than 625,000, This benevo- 
lent nobleman, during the past eight years, 
has expended in philanthropic works fully 
$1,700,000, including the building and en- 
dowment of three hospitals and twenty-three 
schools, the opening of 150 miles of roads, 
and the construction of irrigation works at a 
cost of $350,000. When he was made a K. C. 
I. E. he remitted $150,000 of rents to bis ten- 
ants. In 1882 be canceled all arrears due 
him in his dominions, amounting to over 
$925,000, and in 1885 he remitted $155,000 
more. To the Benares drainage works he 
contributed $50,000, He is, as might be sup- 
posed, a highly educated man, a fino English 
scholar, and a most loyal supporter of the 
British pmpire,—New York Tribune. 


Illustrating the Different Religions, 


Great progress is being made with the 
building of a museum near the Trocadero 
palace, in. Paris, for the exhibition of the 
magnificent collection formed by M. Gulmet, 
at Lyons, to illustrate tbe different religious 
of the world. In one wing of the musoum 
will be the Japanese divinities and the Man- 
dara, a kind of Japanese Olympus, the 
Egyptian divinitiesand collections of Japa- 
nes porcelain, while thé galléries which face 
the Avenue d’[ona will contain the divinities 
of China, India, Greece, Italy ond Gaul. In 
another wing not yet built will be exhibited 
the divinities of Africa, Oceanica, etc., while 
in another part of the building will bo studies 
for the use of persons employed to translate 
Indian, Chinese and Japanese manuscripts, —

to day, as all public houses kept open, and

He stayed with Mr. J. all night, 
got supper, bed and breakfast, and walked 
up with him to the hustings, entered the 
stand, and was the first to vote that morn- 
ing. His name was taken down, and what 
he voted on (he was only a squatter), when 
Mr, B. asked him about his title. Mr, J. 
spoke up, and said he: knew the man had a 
good yote. Mr, B. said, well. He was'then 
asked who he yoted for; he said, ‘* Buell 
and Kilborne.”’ No sooner said than Mr, J. 
atruck himand knocked him down. Mr, B 
helped him up, when he turned to Mr. J., 
and said ‘* well, I voted for the man of my 
choice, any way.” [t made quitea lion of 
him for the rest of the election. 

Another. Mr, J. had-a, team paid $10 
to go for a widow aud her son (as widows 
voted in those days.) They came on a 
Tuesday evening and stopped with Mr. J, 
till Saturday morning, and then went and 
voted against him and went back to his 
house to get their dinner. Mr. J. at once 
turned them out doors without their din- 
ner, The widow said to him, “you sent 
for us and have kept us, for which we are 
thankful, but we could not vote for you, as 
it was contrary to our pricciples.”” They 
had to go back home about 30 miles, but 
got a ride part of the way. 

Again, Saturday afternoon Mr. B. got 
ahead of Mr, J. 5 votes. A person passing 
by the store cried out to me ‘Buell is 6 
ahead.”” The Hon. Charles Jones was 
passing at the time and said very crossly, 
‘*we will\have him 6 astern, soon,” but he 
did not succeed, as Mr,.B. gained ateadily 
tothe close of the poll, having, L think, 36 
majority after a hard’week’s work. Mr. J. 
was 80 angry at the closgof, the poll that 
hgknocked Mr, B. down. ‘Lhismat, once 
cAused 4 rush to get hold of Mr: J., but 
Mr. B..arose and took Mr! J,, under his 
protection, ‘begged of the people“to keep 
quiet, and not commit a breach of the 
peace,” and partially calmed them down. 
Mr. J. was very much frightened when he 
saw the rush, and Mr, B, offered his arm, 
which was accepted and he escorted Mr. J.

Lie Late Dairy Markets 

While there was no change in New York 
quotations Jast week, the cable declined Is, 
and trade was pretty dull. The stock _ of 
white cheese, which has for a long timd led 
the list of quotations, is getting into small 
compass, and will all be needed for the 
home trade. Small colored is ‘also said to 
be getting scarce, so that it commands a 
premium frem the sametrade, But the re- 
ceipts were much more than enough to 
counterbalance the exports, exclusive of 
thro’ shipments, thus leaving the depletion 
of stocks to be accomplished entirely by 
the domestic trade. 

A comparison of prices with those of last 
year at this time shows that cheese is 1o, 
lower in New York and 4s. 6d. lower in 
Liverpool. The New York price, is the 
same as ic was in 188). after «a season” in 
which the averages were slightly higher 
than they wére the last séason. But the 
spring opeved with very low prices, dnd 
although factories deferred their opening 
until an uousually late date, the slocks in 
New York were not very well cleaned up 
until yery nearly the first of May, We 
trust that will not be the case this year, 
but ac the rate the export basiness is going 
on we fear it is very likely to be. 

Ofooe thing our dairymen may feel 
pretty certair. lt may be good policy to 
defer the opening of factories as late as 
convenient, and to-make as little fodder 
cheese as possible. In the precarious stete 
of the market that will ba apt to exiat, it 
would be poor policy to load it up with 
green lodder cheese, By doing so, it might 
meet with a depression which it would take 
the whole season to rally from.—Utica 
Herald,

Tho creditors, and they are numerous in! 
sll pacts of Canada, of Smith & Bryson,the | 
Crenton firm which assigned last week, are 
beginning to realize that they have been 
badly victimized. An examination of the 
books just concluded by a solicitor repre- 
senting the L20 creditors shows that? 'the 
estimate previously made of the probable 
returns from the estate has unfortunately 
been too large. Tt they realize 30 cents on 
the $1 the creditéra believo they will do 
well. The avsots, made up of a miscellan- 
vous stock, are placed at $60,000, and the 
liabilities at $100,000. The firm was rated 
as Al by a certain commercial agency up 
to the time of its assignment. They did a 
large cash business, but were in the habit 
of buying on long credits from anybody 
who would trust them. The failure was 
brought about by a systematic process of 
“milking” the husiness, extending over 12 
mouths, and during that period $40,000 
was taken. 

‘fhe firm's indebtedness to Toronto 
houses is said to be about £59,000, or 815,- 
000 more than Montreal merchants have 
lost. The principal creditors are Thibaudeau 
& Oo., Montreal, $8000 ; Gordon, McKay 
& Ov., W. R. Brock & Co, and Tait, 
Burch & Oo., Toronto, averaging $7000 
each. The firm has many other oreditors 
in Toronto for smaller amounts, 

The announcement of the failure: was an 
unpleasant surprise to the firm’s creditors, 
On Jan. 27 Smith & Bryson mailed a cir 
cular to their creditors in which they aa- 
nounced their assignment to the Sheriff of 
Hastings. ‘**We do notsee our way clear,” 
they added, *totide through the coming 
spring without asking our frie: ds to come 
to our assistance, but in order to secure 
the neceasary aid we are obliged to ask 
our creditors to accept 75 cents on the dol 
Jac of our indebtedness. With this conces- 
sion On their part we can furnish unques- 
tionable security, and with the business we 
now have established we foel sure of mak- 
ing ita success’ in future,” 

On ths day following the assignment 
Smith came up along with oné of 
his Montreal creditors for the purpose 
of meeting the Toronto merchants to whom 
the firm was indebted. He disappeared 
the following day, without carrying out 
his objvol, a: dis uow believed to be in 
Chicago, where he was joined.by Bryson 
Jast week, ‘Lhey gave ityout when leaving 
Trenton that they were goiog away to hunt 
up the ‘* unquestionable security’ referred 
toin theirciroular, The creditors will hold 
a meeting next week and appoint an as- 
signee to wind up the estate.

BAKED INDIAN PUDDING, 


Three pints of sweet milk, one cup of 
molasses, one and one half cupa of Indian 
moal, two eggs, one tablespoonful each of 
flour, ginger and salt, and soda the size of a 
pea. Bring the milk to the boiling point, 
stir the meal in slowly, beatthe eggs, and 
adi them and the other ingredients, with a 
handful of raisins ; pour into a greased dish 
and bake until brown. 

GEMS. 


One and ahalfcups of corn meal, the 
same of flour and of sweet milk, two well- 
beaten eggs, a piece of butter the size of an

BUCKWHEAT CAKES, 

One quart of buckwhsat flour ; threo 
heaping spoonfuls of baking powder, a little 
salt ; mix toa batter with wateror milk if 
you prefer, but water is best, bake on a 
griddle well greased, Ag the batter is thin 
more baking powder is required than for 
dough. 

POTTED BEEF, 

Boil a shauk of beef in as little water as 
possible, in which a few cloves, whole pop- 
pers aud a blade of mace have been dropp- 
ed. When thoroughly done, chop the 
meatand season with salt and pepper. 
While warm pack in a mould and turn 
over it the liquid in which it was boiled. 

TEA BISCUIT, 

One quart of flour, two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, a little salt, and a piece of 
shortening the size of an egg. Put the bak- 
Ing powder into the flourand mix thorough- 
ly, add the other ingredients, then soften 
with milk until it issoft enough to roll. 
Cut out and bake in quick oven, 

CHOCOLATE PUDDING. 

One pint of bread crumbs, one-fourth of 
a cake of chocolate grated, three-fourths of 
@ cup of sugar, three eggs, one quart of 
milk and a pinch of salt. Beat all together 
and bake as acustard. Sauco: One cup 
of sugar, butter size of an egg and flavoring 
to taste, 

RICE PIE, 


Toa quart of boiling wator add a teacup 
of rice and boil until very soft, remove it 
from the tire and add a quart of cold milk, 
a teaspoon of salt, tive beaten eggs, eugar 
to taste and flavor with nutmeg; bake in 
deep plates with an undercrust. 


POLATO BUNS, 


Roll four good sized potatoes, mash and 
sift through a sieve; add one and a half 
pints of flour, two teaspoonfuls of baking 

owder, one pint of milk or cream. Form 
in small cakes and bake in a greased tin 20 
minutes. 
CRULLERS, 


Six well beaten oggs, six tablespoonfuls 
of sweet milk, twelve tablespoonfuls each 
of granulated sugar and melted lard, a pinch 
of salt, a little grated nutmeg; knead the 
flour, roll thin, cut in shape and fry in hot 
lard. 


POTATO PUFF, 


Two cups of cold mashed potatoes ; two 
cups of cold cooked meat chopped very fine, 
two tablespoopfuls of melted butter, two 
eggs, well beaten ; one cup of milk; pour 
into a deep dish and bake in a quick oven. 


MOLASSES COOKIES, 


Half a pint of molasses, one large cup of 
sugar, one egg, one cup of lard or butter, 
ove tablespoonful of ginger, one half oup of 
hot water, and one small teaspoon of soda. 
Mix soft aud bake in a quick oven. 

CLOVE CAKE, 

One pound of flour, one pound of sugar, 
one-half pound of butter, one pound of 
raisins, two eggs, one teacup of milk, one 
teaspoonful of soda, one tablespoonful each 
of cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg. 

BEATEN BISCUIT. 

Two pints of flour, one teaspoon of salt, 
one tablespcon of lard, mix into a stiff 
dough with equal parts of water and milk, 
beat thirty minutes with a wooden spoon ; 
bake in a quick oven. 

JOHNNY CAKE, 

One cup of cornmoal, two cups of flour, 
one cup of milk, one-half cup each of but- 
ter and sugar, threo eggs, three teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. 

“SOFT GINGERBREAD. 


One cup of molasses, one cup of sugar, 
one cup of boiling water, one-half cup of 
buttor, ono teaspoonful of soda, one toa- 
spoonful of ginger.

Domestio Hints 

Nover lot toa boil, 

To whiten the hands molt half an ounce 
of camphor gum, half an ounce of glycerine 
and one pound of mutton tallow, and apply 
every night. 

To extract ink from wood, scour with 
sand wet with water and ammonia, Thon 


rinse with strong saleratus water. 

Salt and wator will prevent the hair from 
falling out, and will cause newhair to grow. 
Do not use so strong as to leave white part- 
icles upon the hair when dry. 

Mahogany furniture should be washed 
with warm water and s0ap ; an application 
of beeswax and aweet oil upon a soft cloth, 
and polished with chamois, gives a rich 
finish. 

Blackhoads may be removed by washing 
the face at night with hot water, thon dry- 
ing briskly with acrash towel and apply- 
ing amixture of one ounce of liquor of 
potassa and two ounces of cologne. 

Hold a hot shovel over furniture to re- 
move white spots, 

To restore gilding to picture frames, ro- 
move all dust with a soft brush, and wash 
the gilding in warm water in which an onion 
has been boiled; dry quickly with soft 
rags. 

To give a good oak color to a pine floor 
wash in a solution of one pound of copperas 
dissolved in one gallon of strong lye. 

A free application of soft soap to a fresh 
burn almost instantly removes the fire from 
the flesh. If the injury is very severe, as 
soon as the pain ceases apply linseed oil, 
and then dust over with fiaa flour. When 
this covering dries hard, repeat the oil and 
flour dreesing until a good coating is ob- 
tained, When the latter dries, allow it to 
stand until it cracks and falls off, as it will 
do in a day or two, and a new skin will be 
found to have formed where the skin was 
burned.

Farm Matters, 

Pioventna AGarsst Younao Tregs.— 
Farmers somehow turn a furrow against 
newly set trees as a protection against win- 
ter. But the clode of earth next the trunk 
do not protect where protection is most 
needed, that isover the roots, which the 
furrow on either side uncovers. The prac- 
tice is objectionable for another reason, 1n 
that it furnishes a harbor for mice to hide 
behind when girJling the trees. 


Squirgers as Corn Derreparons.—lf 
the squirrel can find access to the corn 
crib, he will seon bring enough of his mates 
to do considerable damage. At this season 
their food is scarce, and farmers whose 
buildings are near a piece of woods should 
keep a close look out agsinst these peste. 
The sguirrel] is especially particular to select 
the best and soundest ears, Those hung 
in the garret by the chimney are pretty 
sure to be taken by him if he can find his 
way to them. 


Horn Suavines as Manune.—There is 
& good deal of ammonia as well as phosphate 
in horn, but owing to its oily nature it de- 
composes slowly and does not make an act- 
ive fertilizer. Composting it with manure 
until the shavings are thoroughly broken up 
is the cheapest way to get it into condition. 
Horn shavings are usually mixed with hard 
pieces of horn, of too great size and thick- 
ness to rot down entirely, but if the decom- 
position is well started in the manure heap 
it will continue in the soil, 


Smoxina Seep Corn.—The vigorous 
growth of corn 1s promoted by subjecting 
seed not only to considerable heat, but by 
smoking it as well. It was, perhaps, pot 
entirely by accident that farmers in olden 
times learned to hang up their seed corn by 
the chimney, where, during the winter, it 
was kept constantly warm, and became 
more or Jess smoked besides, Some farm- 
ers are so particular about this smoking 

rocess that they finish off their seed corn 
in the smoke house after it has been thor- 
oughly dried. 

Crarrep Straw ror Beppinc.—lIn cities 
liverymen like rye straw, as long as possi- 
ble for bedding horses, It is hard, and 
does not absorb the droppings, which fall 
through it, leaving a dry bed for the horse 
tolie on. But the farmer wants to have 
his bedding absorb the liquid excrement 
and yet do so without soiling the animal, if 
that can bedone. Cows stabled will often 
shuffle whole straw behind them, filling the 
gutters, and then lie down in their drop- 
pings at last. If the straw is cut-up fine 
this is not apt to be done, and the cow 
with fresh bedding night and morning can 
be kept with clean bag and teats for milk- 
ing. 

Scarcity or Clover Seev.—Owing to 
drought at the West Jast fall the crop of 
clover seed, among others, was greatly dew 
creased. Michigan growaa great doal of 
clover seed, andthe yield there was only 
about 14 bushels per acre, not more than 
half the usual average. Many pieces be- 
sides were so poor that they were not oon 
sidered worth cutting, thus reducing tho 
total more than even the decreaso in yield 
would warrant, Those who have to buy 
clover seed will probably do well to pur- 
chase early, Seed two and even three 
years old will grow as well as any if kept 
as it should be. Tho old seod may bo dis- 
tinguished by its duller color as compared 
with new.—Am, Cultivator. 

Use or Improvep Buiis.—lt requires a 
considerable outlay of capital to buy tho 
best registered animals in any of the eatab- 
lished breeds of cattle. But if the commun. 
ity around is onterprising enough to avail 
iteelf of this and pay forit, the oxpenso ia 
equalized, while the benelit to the stock of 
the neighborhood ia beyond all caloulation. 
{t is discouraging, howevor, to breeders of 
choice stock to find themsvlves among far- 
mera who regard a bull as common proper- 
ty, to be used by the entire noighborhood 
without paying for it. Tho truth is that at 
much highor rates of servico than any 
breedor charges the farmer who sooures tho 
services of a highly bred bull is sure to got 
tho bestof the bargain. 


Traving Seep GrRAIN.—Much valuable 
informatiom may be gained by farmers with 
reference to seed grain by testing the seo t 
connting outa certain number, planting in 
& box by the kitohon window, and noting 
what proportions germinate and produce 


plants. It can hardly bo expected that

mercial missions. The success of the Indus 
trial Exhibition last year is referred to, 
and the report urges the propriety of offer 
ing medals as rewards for carving, model 
ing, and other branches of industrial art,in 
addition to those presented for industri} 
designs. The statement is male that the 
inspectora under the Factory Act have thus 
far acted impartially. The delicate question 
of bank circulation is discussed andan ar 
yument presented in opposition to the views 
of those who hold that the power to issue 
notes should be takenfrom the ohartered 
banks and veated solely in the Governmer t. 
Che secretary maintains that a fixed circula’ 
tion, incapable of expansion to meet the 
vary:ng needs of the commercial commun- 
ity, would be injurious to trade, and that 
it is not an unmixed good in the 
United States, where ‘‘measures for 
its amelioration are being discussed.’ The 
allusions to the Commercial Union movo- 
ment are mainly historical, but they do not 
leave the views of the association in doubt. 
That these were the real sentiments of the 
association was shown by tho fact that 
during the session the association paesed a 
atrongly-worded resolution, condemning 
Commercial Union as leading to political 
annexation to the United States, and as in 
the highest degree injurious to Canadian in- 
dustrial interests. Emphasis was given to 
the aseociation’s attitude on the guestion 
by the spoeches at the dinner, which left 
room for no misunderstanding in regard to 
the opinions of the members. It is scareely 
necessary to add that this gathering of our 
Ounadian captains of industry has been em- 
inontly successful.—The Empire.

preelation of Woman—Mightlest Influ- 


ences Are Ever the Most Silont.

Tho music rises higher, 
and the revelry breaks out into wilder trans- 
port, and the wine bas flushed the cheek and 
touched the brain, and louder than all other 
voices are the hiccongh of the inebriates, the 
gabble of fools and the song of the drunk- 
ards. 

In another part of the palace Queen Vashti 
is entertaining the princesses of Persia at a 
banquet. Drunken Ahasuerus says to his 
servants: “You go out and fetch Vashti 
from that banquet with the women, and 
bring hor to this banquet with the men, and 
let me display her beauty.” Tho servants 
immediately start to obey the king's com- 
maid, but there wasarulo in Oriental soci- 
ety that no woman might appear in public 
without having her face veiled. Yet bere 
was a mandate that no one dare dispute, de 
manding that Vashticomoe in unveiled before 
the multitude. However, there was in Vasbti's 
soul a principle more regal than Ahasuerus, 
more brilliant than the gold of Shushan, of 
more wealth than the revenue of Persia, 
which commanded her to disobey the order 
of the king; aud 60 all the righteousness 
and holiness and modesty of her nature 
rises up into one sublime refusal. She 
says: “I will not go into the banquet 
unveiled.” Of- course, Ahasuerus was in- 
furiate; and Vashti, robbed of ber position 
and her estate, is driven forth in poverty and 
| ruin to suffer the scorn of anation, and yet 
to receive the applause of after generations, 
who shall rise up to admire this martyr to 
kingly insolence. Well, the last vestige of 
that feast is gone; the last garland bas faded; 
tbe last arch bas fallen; tho last tankard has 
been destroyed, and Sbusban is a ruin; but 
| aslong as the world stands there will bo 
multitudes of men and women, familiar with 
| the Bible, who will come into this picture

of Vashti the queen, Vashti the veiled, 
Vashti the sacrifice, Vashti the silent 
In tho first place, I want you to look upon 
Vashti the queen. A blue ribbon, rayed 
with white, drawn around her forebead, in- 
dicated ber queenly position.

WhenlI see a 
woman witb stout faith in God, putting her 
foot upon all meanness, and selfishness, and 
godless display, going right farward to serve 
Christ and the race by a grand and glorious 
service, I say: “That woman is a queen,” 
and the ranks of heaven look over the

shout: “All hail! Queen Vasbti.” What

gate? There may be no royal robo—there 
may be no palatial surroundings, Sho docs 


not need them; for all charitable men will 
unite with the crackling lips of fever atruck 
hospital and plague blotched lazaretto in 
greeting ber #8 she passes; ‘Hail! hail! 
Queen Vashti.” 

Among the queens whom I honor are the 
female day schol teachers of this land, I 
put upon their brow the coronet, They aro 


the sisters and the dauchters of our towns 
and cities, selected out of o vast number or 


applicants, becnuse of their especial intel- 
lectual and moral endowments. There are 
in none of your homes women more worthy. 
These persons, somo of them,comoe out from 
affluent homes, choosing teaching asa useful 
profession; others, finding that father is older 
than be used to be, and that bis eyesight and 
strength are not as good as once, go to teach- 
ing to lighten his load. ButItell you the 
history of the majority of the femalo teach- 
ers in the public schools when I say: *‘Father 
isdead.” After the estate was settled, the 
family, that were comfortable before, are 
thrown on their own resources, 

It is hard for men to earn a living in this 
day, but it is harder for women—their health 
not so rugged, their arms not 60 strong, 
their opportunities fewer. These persons, 
after tremblingly going through the ordeal 
of an examination as to their qualifications to 
teach, half bewildered step over the sill of 
the public school todo two things—instruct 
the young and earn their own bread. Her 
work is wearing to the last degree. The 
management of forty or fifty fldgety and in- 


tractable children, the suppression of 
their vices and the development of 
their excellencies, the management of 


rewards and punishments, the sending 
of so many bars of soap and fine tooth 
combs on benignant ministry, the bregking 
of so many wild colts for the harness of life, 
sends her home at night weak, neuralgic, un- 
strung, so that of all the weary people in 
your cities for five nights of the week, there 
are none more weary than the public school 
teachers. Now, for God's sake, give them a 
fair chance, Throw no obstacles in the way. 
If they come out abead in the race, cheer 
them, If you want to smite any, smite the 
male teachers; they can take up the cudgels 
for themselves, But keep your hands off of 
defenseless woman. Father may be dead, 
but there are enough brothers left tc demand 
end see that they get justice, 

Within a stone's throw of this building 
there died years ago one of the principals of 
our public schools, She had been twenty-five 
years at that post. She had left the touch of 
refinement ona multitude of the young. She 
had, out of her slender purse, given literally 
thousands of dollars for the destitute who 
came under her observation as a school 
teacher. A deceased sister’s children were 
thrown upon her hands, and sho took care of 
them. Shewasa kind mother to then), while 
shé motbered the whole school. Worn out 
with nursing in the sick and dying room of 
one of the household, she herself came to die, 
She closed the school book and at the same 
time the volume of her Christian fidelity; and 
when shoe went through the gates they cried: 
“These are they who came out of great tribu- 
lation, and had their robes washed and made 
white in the blood of the Lamb.” 

Queens are alll such, and whether the world 
acknowledges them or not, Heaven acknowl- 
edges them, When Scarron, the wit and 
ecclesiastic, as poor as he was brilliant, was 
about to marry Mme. de Maintenon, he was 
asked by the notary what be proposed to 
settle upon mademoiselle. The reply was: 
“Immortality! The names of the wives of 
kings die with them; the name of the wife of 
Scarron will live always.” In a higher and 
better sense, upon all women who do their 
duty God will settle immortality! Not the 
immortality of earthly fame, which is mor- 
tal, but the immortality celestial, And they 
shall reign forever and ever! Ob, the opportu- 
nity which every woman has of being a queen! 
Tho longer I live the more I admire good 
womanhood. And I have come to form my 
opinion of the character of a man by his ap- 
preciation or non-appreciation of woman. 
If o man have a depressed idea of a womanly 
character he is a bad map, and there is no 
exception to the rule. The writings of Goethe 
can never have any such attractions for meas 
Shakespeare, because nearly all the womanly 
characters of the great German have somo 
kind of turpitude. There is bis Mariana, 
with her clandestine scheming, and his 
Mignon, of evil parentage, yet worse than 
her ancestors, and bis Theresa, the brazen, 
and bis Aurelia of many intrigues, and his 
Philina, the termagant, aud bis Melina, 
the tarnished, and his Baroness, and his 


.Countess, and thero is seldom a womaly 


character in all his voluminous writ- 
ings that would be wortby of resi- 
dence in a respectable coal cellar, yet 
pictured, and dramatized, and emblazoned 
till all the literary world is compelled to sea, 
No, no! Give me William Shakespeare's idea 
of woman; and I see it in Desdemona, and 
Cordelia, and Rosalind, and Imogen, and 
Helena, and Hermione, and Viola, and Isa- 
bella, and Sylvia, and Perdita, all of them 
with enough faults to prove them human, 
but enough kindly characteristics to give us 
the author's idea of womanhood, his Lady 
Macbeth only a dark background to bring 
ont the supreme loveliness of his other female 
characters. 

Oh, woman of America! rise to your op- 
portunity. Be no slave to pride, or worldli- 
ness, or sin. Why ever crawl in the dust 
whan you can mount a throne? Be queens 
unto God forever. Hail Vashti! 

Again: I want you to consider Vashti tho 
voiled. Had sbe appeared before Ahasucrus 
and bis court on that day, with ber face un- 
covered, sho would have shocked all the deli- 
cacies of Orlental society, and tho very men 
who in their intoxication demanded that sho 
come, in thelr sober moments would have 
despised ber. As somo flowers seem to thrive 
best in the dark lane and in tho shadow, and 
where the sun does not s6em to reach thom, 
so God appoints to most womanly uatures 
a retiring and uuobtrusive spirit, God 
once in a while does call an Isabella 
toa throne, ora Miriam to strike tho tim- 
brel at the front of a host, or a Mario An- 
tolnette to quell a French mob, or a Deborah 
to stand at the frentof an armed battalion, 
crying out, “Up! up! This is the day in 
which the Lord will deliver Sisera into thy 
bands.” And when women are called to such 
outdoor work, and to such heroic positions, 
God prepares them for it; and they baye iron 
in their soul, and liyhtnings io their eyo, and 
whuirlwinds in thelr breath, and the borrowed 
strength of the Lord Oinipotent in their 
rightarm. They walk tbrougb furnaces os 
though they were hedges of wild flowers, and 
cross seas as though they were sbiamoring 
rapphiro, oud all the harpies of 
hell sink down te their dusgoon at 


the stamp of their womanly iudigna- 


tion But thes are exceptions Generally, 
Dorcas would rather make & garment for the 
pour boy; Rebecea would rather fill tho 
trough for the camels; Nanpah would rather 


make a cont for Samuel; the Mobrow mald 
would rather give a proscription for Naa- 
man's loprosy; the woman of Sorepta would 
rather gather @ fow sticks to 


svok a meal for 
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ramished Elijah; Phebe wonld rather carry 
6 lotter for the inepived apostle; Mother Lois 


would rather educata Timothy in tho Serip 
, 
a ae n I see a woman ng about hor 
daily duty--with cheerful dignity presiding 
at the table; with kind and ent t 
firm, discipline pr ling in the 
ery, going out Into the world " 
out any blast of trumpets, following 
in tho footstepa of bin vho went 
about doing good—I say This is Vashti 
with a veil on But when I seo a woma 
of unblushing boldne loud voiced, with a 
tonguo of infinite clitter clatter, with arro 
gant look, passing through tho streets with a 
masculine swing, gayly arrayod in a yery 
hurricane of millinery, l cry out: *Vasbti 
has Jost her veil!’ Whon I seo a woman 


struggling for political preferment, and rv 
jecting the duties of homo as in significant, 
and thinking tho offices of wife, mother and 
daughter of no importance, and trying to 
force her way on up into consplovity, I say: 
“Ab, what a pity! Vashti has lost her veil!" 
When I seo a womanof comely features, 
and of adroitness of intelle t, and en- 
dowed with all that the schools can 
do for one, and of high social 
position, yet roving in society with super- 
ciliousness and hauteur, as though she would 
have people know their place, and an unde- 
fined combination of giggle, and strut, and 
rodomontade, endowed with allopathic quan- 
tities of talk, but only hommopathic infinitesi- 
mals of sense, the terror of dry goods clerks 
and railroad conductors, discoverers of sig- 
nificant meanings in plain conversation, 
prodigies of badness and innuendo—I say: 
“Vashti has lost her voil.” 

But do not misinterpeect what I say into a 
depreciation of the work of those glorious 
and divinely called women who will not be 
understood till after they aro dead women 
like Susan B, Anthony, who are giving their 
life for the betterment of the condition of 
their sex. Those of you who think that 
women have under the laws of this country 
an equal chancewith men are ignorant of 
the laws. A gentleman writes me from 
Maryland, saying: Take tho laws of this 
State. A man and wife start out in life full 
of hope in every respect; by their joint efforts, 
and, as is frequently the caso, through the 
economic ideas of the wife, succeed in ac- 
cumulating a fortune, but they have no 
children; they reach old age together, and 
then the husband dies, What does the law 
of this state dothen? It says to the widow: 
“Hands off your late husband's property; do 
not touch it; the state will find others to 
whom it will give that; but you, the widow, 
must not touch it, only so much as will keep 
life within your aged body, that you may 
live to see those others enjoy what rightfully 
should be your own,” And the state seeks 
the relatives of the decereed husband, whether 
they be near or far, whether they were ever 
heard of before or not, and transfers to them, 
singly or collectively, the estate of the de- 
ceased husband and living widow. 

Now, that is a specimen of unjust laws in 
all the states concerning womanhood. In- 
stead of flying off to the discussion as to 
whether or not the giving of the right of 
voting to woman will correct these laws, lot 
me say to men, be gallant enough, and fair 
enough, and honest enongh, and righteous 
enough, and God loving enough to correct 
these wrongs against women by your own 
masculine vote, Do not, wait for woman 
suffrage to come, if it ever does come, but so 
far as you can touch ballot boxes, and legis- 
latures, and congresses begin the reforma- 
tion. “But until justice is done to your sex 
by the laws of all the states, and women of 
America take the platforms and the pulpits, 
and no honorable man will charge Vashti 
with having lost her veil. 

Again: I want you this morning to con- 
sider Vashti the sacrafice. Who is this that 
I seo coming out of that palace gate of Shu- 
shan? It seemsto me t%at I have seen ber 
before. She comes homeless, houseless, 
friendless, trudging along with a broken 
heart, Who is she? It is Vashti the sacra- 
fice. Ob, whata change it was from regal 
position to a wayfarer’s crust. <A little while 
ago approved and sought for; now none so 
poor as to acknowledge her acquaintanceship. 
Vashti the sacrifice. Ab, you and I have 
seen it many atime. Here isa home empal- 
aced with beauty. All that refinement, 
and books, and wealth can do for 
that home has been done; but Aha- 
suerus, the husband and the father, is tak- 
ing hold on paths of sin. He is gradually 
going down. After a while he will flounder 
and struggle like a wild beast in the hunter's 
net—further away from God, further away 
from the right. Soon the bright apparel of 
the children will turn to rags: soon the house- 
hold song will become the sobbing of a broken 
heart. The old story over again. Brutal 
Centaurs breaking up the’ marriage feast of 
Lapithe. Tho house full of outrage, and 
cruelty, and abomination, while trudging 
forth from the palace gate are Vashti and 
her children. There are homes represented 
in this house this morning that are in danger 
of such ao breaking up. Oh Ahasuecrus, 
that you should stand in a home, by 


a@ dissipated life destroying the peace 
and c:mfort of that home God 
forbid that your children should 


ever have to ring their hands, and have peo- 
ple point their finger at them as they pass 
down tho street, and say, “There goes a 
drunkard’s child.” God forbid that the lit- 
tle feet should ever bave to trudge tho path 
of poverty and wretckedness, God forbid 
that any evil spirit, born of the wine cup or 
the brandy flask, should come forth and up- 
root that garden, and, with a blasting, blis- 
tering, all consuming curse, shut for ever the 
palace gate against Vashti and tho children.

Each voter is furnished with ballots of all 
kinds, The bill then says: “Each elector 
shall, upon receiving such ballots from the 
ballot clerks, forthwith select one ballot of 
each of the kinds which he intends to vote at 
such election, and make such alterations, if 
any, as he wishes to make thereon. Hoe shall 
thereupon immediately destroy in the pres- 
ence of the ballot clerks all the other ballots 
yeceived by him. The election officers must 
not furnish to any one person information in 
regard to the way that any voter cast his bal- 
lots. Only voters and election officers are to 
be permitted near tho polls,”"—Chicago Times,

The principles I have 
adopted on the liquor question, | know to 
be morally right, and I would rather stand 
in a minority of one than go with Mr. P. 
and his majority. 

As to what Mr. P. states about ‘‘the 
wedge of gold” ortbe *‘* Babylonish gar- 
ment.” If he knew more no doubt he 
would be wiser and write less about that. 
The Commons regulate the tariff and sup- 
ply ; no money matters can emanate from 
the Senate, nor can the Senate alter one 
iota of the money bills without coming to a 
dead lock with the Commons ; hence the 
Commons take the responsibility as tho 
voice of the people, As to increasing the 
** license fee,” surely Mr, P. ought to know 
that this power is with the Provincial Goy- 
ernment, not with the Commons, 

But is Mr. P. free from taking a portion 
of the revenue derived from the Customs 
and Inland Revenue Department, when he 
is taking his share of the profits in selling 
postal stamps? It 1s only on asmaller scale 
as to our salaries, Don’t Mr. P. wish he 
was a Senator, so as not to dabble in such 
small matters as postal stamps / 

I notice that Mr. P,is as wild as usual 
in his remarks about the bridge, he may be 
able to look into the future and seo just 
how matters in that connection will turn 
out, his wisdom on that point is beyond my 
comprehension. 

Mr. P. states, ‘it was the principle a)lud- 
ed to by (him) to refuse to give pledges to 
the W. T. CO.

This communication provoked 
considerablecomment from the creditore, 
The account consisted of a note dated 2let 
Feb, '87, for 550; another note dated 13th 
March, '86, $5,722.94 ; do. 24th Juna, 86, 
$4 666 66 ; do, 10bh Noy.,’86, $2,250. In 
all, $13,189.58, 

Te creditors decided to sell the stock en 
bloc at public auction at Toronto ; 25 pec 
cent cash, balance cash in from three to 
six months, at6 per cent. interest. The 
Sheriff was instructed to sell the 
horse forthwith, for, as was quaintly re- 
marked by Mr. Kent, of Montreal, a horse 
of an insolvent estate ate three times as 
much a3 when owned by a solvent person. 
A motion was passed requesting Mr, Brysou, 
ar., asking him to withdraw his claim from 
competition with wholesale men to avoid 
litigation, If this requestis acceded to 
the affairs of the concern will be wound up 
with despatch,as upon the gooda being sold 
the proceeds will be py pees divid- 
ed ; but it is not probable.

Baby Elepbante, 

How the young eluphants, in tho large 
herds escape from being crushed, is some- 
thing of a wystery, as they are almost con 
tinually in motion ;but when a herd is 
alarmed, the young almost immediately dis- 
appear. Aclose obacrver would see that 
each baby was trotting along directly be- 
neath its mother, sometimes between her 
fore legs, 

On the march, whena little elephant is 
born in a herd, they stop a day or two to 
allow it time to exercise its little limbs and 
gain strength, and then they pross on, the 
mother and babies in front, the old tuskers 
following in the rear, but ready to rush for- 
ward at the first alarm. When rocky or 
hilly places are reached, the little ones are 
helped up by the mothers, who push them 
from behind and in various ways ; but 
when a river has to be forded or swum, a 
comical sight ensues. 

Tho stream may be very rapidand rough, 
as the Indian rivers often are after a rain, 
and at such a place the babies would hard- 
ly be able to keep up with the rest ; so the 
mothers and fathers help them. At first 
all plunge boldly in—both young and old— 
and when the old elephants reach deep 
water, where they have to swim, the yourg 
scramble upon their backs and sit astride, 
sometimes two being seen in this position, 
But the very young elephants often ro- 
quire a little more care and attention, so 
they are held either upon the tusks of the 
father or grasped in the trunk of the 
mother, and held over or just at the sur- 
face of the water. Such asightis a ouri 
ous one, to say the least—the great 
elephants almost hidden beneath tho water, 
here and there a young one seemingly 
walking on the water, resting upon a sub 
morged back, or held aloft while the dark 
waters roar below.—O. J. Holder, in St.

Polar Bears Hunting Seals, 


The polar boar lias quite a varied diet, 
dopending on tho season and hia where- 
abouts, Ifneara country whose waters 
abound in seal this is his main sustenance, 
and the cleverness he displays in catching 
thein is wonderful ; for the Eskimo consid- 
ers the seal the wariest and slyest game in 
his country, and especially in the summer 
time when the polar bears secure the most, 
When a seal comes up through the ice on 
4 pleasant summor day, he is quite wary 
at first as ho atrotches himself for a comfort- 
able snooze on the ice so close to his hole 
that the slightest motion of his body will 
send him over the slippery edge, and with 
a stroke or two of his fins and a splash of 
his tail ho is out of sight beneath the ice 
again. Having kept a sharp lookout in 
every direction fora number of minutos, 
and seeing nothing suspicions, he allows 
his heavy head to fall on theice to take a 
nap ; but they are short naps indeed, and 
every two or three minutes he raises his 
head and surveys the surroundings for prob- 
able mischief, 

Tho polar bear, seeing theso movements 
from the top of some high hummock of ice, 
crawls stealthily on his prey, taking advant 
ago as much as possible of every little piece 
of rough ice to conceal his figure, already 
well protected by his white color; on the 
ice, Having got as noar as he possibly can 
by such methods ho lies flat on tho ice and 
commences **hitching” himself along by 
short, spasmodic actions, watohing the 
soal keenly all the while. Should it look 
up from its slumbers the bear remains mo 
tionless as a pleco of ice,for which he hopes 
to be takon by this ruse, until tho seal 
throws his head down again, whenhe once 
more commences ** hitching” forward. By 
this series of very slow and laborious crvep- 
ings he manages to got within ton or twonty 
foot of his victim, when, watching his best 
opportunity whon the seal is in the midst 
of one of his short slumbers, he makes a 
quick rush, striking it over the head with 
his paw, and grasping it by the neck with 
his ceoth. A single miscalculation in this 
scheme and the seal is below theice through 
his hole, dashing a masa of spray in Mr, 
Bruin’s face with his pliant tail. Should 
the seal have orawled up on the edge of an 
ice floo from the water and attempt to 
escape theroto, tho boar being close upon 
him, the latter will not hositate—so tho 
Eskimo say—to dive after the soal, and, 
although in the water tho seal is his super- 
lor in activity, ocx asionally the boar is ro- 
warded with his prey by a luck snap of his 
paws. Tho polar boar is credited with

Tho competition is acoompanied with 
ourious formalities Every design sub 


mitted is covered with trucing-paper, which 
ia sealod down, and atracing of it made 
This is too prevent the artiste from ohang- 
ing the designs after they are handed in, 
Only a fow slight alterations are permitted- 
and these in accordance with rigor usrules, 
lhe artists selected for the excellence of 
their designa to enter the competition are 
obliged to romain shut upin separete rooms 
and carofully watchod for ninety days, so 
that oach shall paint his picture without 
any outside assistance, Then a jury of 
distinguished artista oxamines the work, 
and awards tho prize. 

The subject given outin 1874 was the 
**Annunoimtion to the Shepherds” who 
watched their flocks by night, when the 
angel appeared to thom and announced the 
birth of Christ. 

Upon this picture Bastien Lepage work- 
od most earnestly. Whon it was finished, 
he felt confident of success ; but when the 
day camo for making known the award, 
and Bastien Lepage, with his eager friends, 
gathered atthe Beaux Arts, an ominous 
whisper was heard that the jury had given 
the prize to Comerre, The rumor was con- 
firmed. Cabanel, Bastion-Lepage'’s master, 
had voted against his pupil, it was said, 

Afterwards it was said that the jury de- 
cided against him chiefly upon technical 
grounds ; one reason being that She Annun- 
ciation occurred at night, while Bastien- 
Lepage painted it as if late in the after- 
hoo. ' 

That evening all the artists met at dinnor 
in the restaurant of Mademoiselle Anna, 
On the smoky walls hung pictuces by artists 
who had frequented the place, and all the 
pictures by men who had gained the Prix 
de Rome wore decorated with wreaths of 
laurel. Comerre, the winner, and Bastien- 
Lepage, the loser, sat at adjoining tables, 
each surrounded by his friends. As the 
dinner drew to a close a young American 
painter rose beside Bastien. Lepageand said, 
** Let us crown the picture of the man to 
whom the artists have awarded tho Prix de 
Rome." 

He held up a laurel-wreath as he spoke. 
Instantly all the artista in tho room were 
on thoir feet The friends ot Comerre an- 
grily struggled to prevont what they count- 
ed an insult. But tho others lifted the 
young American on their shoulders, bore 
him through the opposing crowd, and he 
hung the lJaurel-wreath upon Bastien Lo- 
page’s picture, *‘Golden Youth.” Amid 
uproar and conflict the artists testified their 
admiration for their peasant brother. 

There was the samo feeling at the Beaux 
Arts. Every day heaps of flowers and 
laurel-wreaths were laid before the ‘* An- 
nunciation to the Shepherds.” They were 
removed by the guardians of the galleries, 
only to be renewed the next day. So al 
though Comerre was given the great prize, 
and Bastien-Lepage obtained only the 
second, his failure was really a succos#,— 
Ripley Hitchcock, in St. Nicholas.

WHAT HE KNOWS OF UAMPBRLL AND BAX- 
TER, 


Tho following affidavit, mado by S. Mag- 
nus Davis in this city, has been submitted 
by Messrs. Howland and Gooderham in 


opposition to the appointment of Archibald 
Campbell, as one of the liquidators of the 


Central Bank ; 

I, Simon Magnus Dayis, of the city of 
Toronto, in the county of York, broker, 
m*ke oath and say. 

(1) [ was at New Yorkin the month of 
May, 1835, when Roland G. I. Barnett 
had in his possession three drafts purport- 
ing to bedrawn by him on the Central 
Bank of Oanada, and accepted inthe: ame 
of the said Bank by A. A. Allen, cashier, 
which drafts are now shown to me and 
marked exhibits A. B and C respectively 
in this affidavit. 

(2) I went with the said R. G. I. Bar- 
nett to various banks and persons in New 
York for the purposé of negotiating the 
said drafts, but they refused to purchase 
them, and therefore, about the middle of 
the gaid month the said Barnett handed 
the sajd acceptances to me and inatructed 
me ta proceed to Montreal and negotiate 
them with James Baxter. 

(3) I went to Montreal with the said ac- 
ceptances, and took them at once to said 
Baxter ; the said Baxter looked over them 
and informed me that he could tako them, 
and that he was going tosee Mr. Archibald 
Campbell to get him to go in with him in 
discounting the acceptances and furnish 
part of the money. The said Baxter then 
left his office as 1 understand for that pur- 
pose and took the acceptances with him. 

(4) L romained for the purpose of negoti 
ating the said drafts about ten days or two 
weeks, spending most of my time during 
the day in tho said Baxter's office, visiting 
it repeatedly everyday. During the whole 
of this time the said Mr. Campbell visited 
Mr. Baxter's office two or three times a 
day, and had iaterviews with the said Bax- 
ter whenever the said Baxter was in the 
office, such interviews lasting from a few 
minutes to halfan hour each, Whenever 
the said Campbell came in the said Baxter 
would request me to withdraw, and I did 
80. 

(5) While I was bee in Montreal the 
said Baxter was absent from his oftice on 
one occasion a whole day. This was the 
first day or two after my first interview with 
him, and he informed me before ,oing away 
that he was going to Ogdensburg. 

(6) During my stay in Montreal the said 
Baxter advanced me small summa from time 
ta time to pa, my expenses, and a week or 
ten days alias my arrival in Mantreal, he 
paid me $2,000 on account. The residue 
of the consideration for the said acceptances 
was paid to mo by the said Baxter the day 
I left Montreal, which was about the ond of 
the said month of May, 

(7) The total consideration paid mo by 
the said Baxtor,consisted of Aho tive thous- 
and dollars cagh and diamofds and jawel- 
lery to the actual value of not more than 
two thousand five hundred dollars,although 
the said Baxtor put a higher valuation on 
them, (L believe about $4,000) for the pur- 
pose of the transaction.

With 
every telegraph wire stretched, every in, 
vention in printing machinery, it narrows, 
The type-writer contracted it. Stenography 
diminished it, Telephone decreased it. The 
shrinking goes on as the years pass by, and 
the remote corners and obscure nooks of the 
world are gathered into one grand auditori- 
um. Remembering the swift progress of 
the last one hundred years, no great or un- 
reasonable effort of the imagination is re- 
quired to believe that the day is not distant 
when the living voice of the earnest preach- 
er will thunder into the ears of millions of 
people at the same time his messages of 
comfort, of learning, or of worth. 

The publication of sermons in secular 
newspapers is an idea of late years. How 
it would have astounded Whitefield or 
Wesley! What energy it would have add- 
ed to Luther, what persuasion to Melancth- 
on, what fire to Loyola. - To Paul it would 
have seomed something even more awful 
than the yoice from out of the cloud. But 
now it is accepted as anatural event. With 
all the myriad voices uf the modern news- 
paper gves along the sermon of the 
preacher, not drowned in the confusion of 
sounds and wild roar of this busy world, 
but distinet and clear as that of St. Paul to 
the astonished people of Athens. Now a 
man inay not go to church, but the church 
goes to him, crowding it along with market 
reports, quotations about the pearl of great 
price, and ever asking that hard question : 
‘* What will a man give in exchango for his 
soul ?”’—Chicago Times,

Invention for Telegraph Operators. 

It isa latent signal transmitter called tho 
teleseme, In all former means of communi- 
eation of this kind the moment the signal 
was operated at one stand it was transmitted 
to the second or receiving stand. Such was 
the case with the telephone, and telegraph, 
and push button, and railway signals, etc. 
‘This made it necessary that there should be 
some person or instrument at the receiving 
stand to receive the signals at the instant 
they were operated, or else the sending oper- 
ator would have to wait until the receiving 
operator was at the receiving stand, and, 
also, the receiving operator would have to 
Jeave whateyer he was at to keep the oper- 
ator at the sending stand from waiting. 


| Now the principle of this latent signal is that 


instead of being transmitted immediately, it 
reroains locked up, set or stored at the receiv- 
ing stand and subject to the control of the 
receiving operator, after it has been set or 
prepared by the sender. In other words, it 
is a sort of combination telegraph and phon- 
ograph.—Chicago Journal. 


Soreral Russian Enterprises. 

It is very difficult in this country to awaken 
suflicient Russo-phobla, the prev ailing Eng- 
lish disease, to prevent owr hearty sympathy 
with the enterprises of the colossal empire 
that is now civilizing Asia by a backward 
movement, The railroads that have opened 
Turkestan and all Central Asia to commerce, 
and made it safe for an honest man to visit 
those regions, are now to be followed by three 
great Russo-Chinese railways, connecting the 
twe empires in such a way as to develop trade 
and travel, It is impossible for the imagina- 
tion to picture the result of this gift of mod- 
ern enterprise to this oldest and largest con- 
tinent, which bas for so many ages been a 
mere home of thieves and bands of murder- 
ers.

If 1 recollect aright, there were 
40 or 42 sworn in on the Reform side, and 
had their badges so as to be known, but 
what was most remarked was that some 27 
of those generally kept near each other and 
went from one tavern to another, taking 
the rounds of no less than seven different 
ones. After the elestion was over and the 
election bills began to come in there were 
no lees than $2 800 asked for. Amongst 
the glaimants werethe 7 tavern keepers 
and their bills were all of one amount and 
all against the 27, and they read thus: 3 
ineals and 1 bed for each one, or for the 
week 18 meals and 6 beds each at 1s, 3d. ora 
quarter of a dollar, making $6 for each of 
the 27 men, or $162 for each tavern-keeper; 
or in all $972. The bills were all alike, 
each of the 27 names was on the several 
bills, so that these 27 men ate each 
21 moala and had 7 bedseach 24 hours, 
pretty good eating as well as sleeping. Of 
course theso bills could not be allowed, and 
were cut down to a reasonable amount, 
much to the disappointment of the 7 tay- 
ern-keepers. There was no charge for 
liquor, oh, no, it was allfood, They were, 
it seema, ** licensed victuallers’’ There was 
great rejoicing amongst the Reformers, as 
from the days of White and Lockwood , the 
Conservatives, then called ** Tories,”’ took 
the lead. More anon about the next elec- 
tion and the ** big fight.”

Pupilsleftschoolabout the time they pass- 
ed to the High School when only middling 
scholars, and ought to know more about all 
the Public school subjects, especially read- 
ing, spelling, and writing. In the past 
these subjects have been neglected, but he 
hoped in the interest of those pupils who 
are not going in for certificates, but who 
wish a good business education, that this 
part of their training is now receiving prop: 
er attention. The fact was referred to, as 
parents have complained of neglect of teach- 
ing. The schools were open 205 days dur- 
ing 1887, and 1809 pupils, of all ages, were 
entered on the school registers. Of this 
number, 930 were boys, and 879 girls. 122 
pupils atten ted leas than 20 days ; 233 be- 
tween 20 and 50 days ; 372 between 51 and 
100 days; 441 between 101 and 150 days ; 
626 between 151 and 200 days ; and 15 be- 
tween 201 days and the whole year of 205 
days. 240 pupils between 7 and 13 years 
did not attend the 100 days, as cequired by 
the compulsory clauses of the school Act, 
The average attendance for the first term 
was 1,000, for the second 1,040, Total 
number of teachers in the schools, 25. One 
male teacher gets $750; one $650; and 
three $600. Of the female teachers, two 
get $500 ; three $400; one $375; two $b26; 
and ten $300. ‘Total salaries, $9,428, 
THE HIGH SCHOOL, 

The report of the principal of the High 
School showed the attendance to be 205 
Several pupils of the High School have ex- 
pressed a desire to receive lessons in draw- 
ing for the subjects in the grade A course. 
As these are not required to be taught in 
any High School butare left to the option 
of the pupils, he proposed that Miss 
Emma Clarke be permitted to attend such 
pupils as desire instruction at4 to 5 p. m.

B86 last year. The reduction was due to 
the withdrawal of the grant lo aid the Pro- 
vincial Exhibition, the Government boing 
undecided as to the wisdom of continuiug 
the support of that Exhibition.

Hon. Mr, Koss replied that the usual 
grant in aid of holding the exhibition had 
nut been put in the estimates. The Gov- 
ernment would ask the. opinion of the 
House as the wisdom of continuing to aid 
the Provincial Exhibition, 

Hospitals and charities called for $113,- 
277 against $106,121 last year, and repairs, 
etc., $62,976 against $56,580 last year. 
This year $281,412 was asked for the pub- 
lic buildings account, nearly $32,000 less 
than that of last year. The estimate for 

ublio works was $50,196, nearly $11,000 

ess than that of Jast year. The estimated 
expenditure on colonization roads was $15,- 
950 less than that of last year. The charges 
on crown lands were to be $101,900, an 
increase of $6,000 over last year, the in- 
crease being caused by precautionary meas- 
ures to prevent forest fires, Refunds 
would be $27,954, an increase of $3,956 
over thove of last year, The estimate for 
atatute consolidation was $21,500, against 
$33,650 of last year, 1t might be of inter- 
est to state that the cost of consolidation 
so far was $47,765, which with this year’s 
$21,500 made a total of $69,265. The 
1887 statute consolidation cost $73,787. 
The miscollaveous account was $68,100 
against $137,095, the decrease being due to 
there being no clection accounts to pay as 
there were last year. Thero were two items 
requiring explanation, The amount asked 
for the enforcement of the Canadian Tem- 
perance Act was $25,000. In 1887 they 
asked for $11,400, but they spent $24,595, 
In the Scott Act account the Government 
lost a revenue of $124,000 and paid out 
$24,506 for enforcement, a total loss of 
$148,096. The other item was that of in- 
surance on goyernment buildings, Upon 
the policy of insuring the public buildings 
in private companies there had been a dif 
ference of opinion. The fire occurring in 
the kitchen in the main part of the Lon- 
don Asylum resulted in a loss ot $17,000, 
The insurance was carried by about thirty 
companies, andall but two, the Queen 
City and the Hand-in-Hand, refused to 
pay damages on the ground that the kitchen 
had not been insured, They had paid 
their premiums on the understanding that 
it wasinsured. Altogether from 1867 the 
Government had paid $133,594 and had re- 
ceived for losses $58,603. On a considera- 
tion of the whole matter they had conclud- 
od not to place any amount in the estimates 
for outside insurance, 

Mr. H. E. Olarke, of Toronto, ably re- 
plied. Ho said they had been made aware 
of the sale of Dominion bonds to the ex- 
tent of $300,000 ostensibly for the purpose 
of providing funds to erect Parliament 
buildings. All they wanted was $160,000 
and they sold $122,000 worth of land. All 
they required was $38,000, and yet $300,- 
000 of bonds must be sold to meet it, 
(Opposition applause.) What for? They 
were told that it was in the bank and 
would not be used for Parliament buildings. 
Simply for having it invested at 4 por cent. 
instead of 6 per cont., a clear loss of $5,- 
180 a year to the province, 

In regard to the items in receipts and 
expenditures “he had not much to say, 
as when they went through in due form 
they could be criticised. But he had 
prepared a statement showing the increase 
of the expenditure aud receipts since 
1871, which would be of some value, 
In all departments the increase from 1574 
to 1881 was 83 percent. ; 1886, 106 per 
cent,; and to the present estimates, 118 per 
cent. The receipts had increased since 1872, 
the date of the first supply bill, only 24 per 
cent. When the increase in the expendi- 
ture was so rapid and the receipts showed 
scarcely any, he asked any person what pos- 
sible conclusion was to be drawn, It was 
only a question of time for the end to come. 
(Applause.) He next attacked the minister 
for classing the receipts for timber sales in 
ordinary revenue, and shook the Gov rn- 
ment up for reckless chopping down of the 
forests. He gave them credit for showing 
backbone at the last timber sale. Introduc 
ing statistics, he argued that at the present 
rate of cutting down the forests, the supply 
would soon be depleted. He also hinted 
that silent schemes were being planned by 
the Yankees to possess themselves of Onta- 
rio’s tiniber, now thas their own was gone, 
or noxt to gone. ‘Ten millions’ worth of 
timber was exported from Canada last year. 
This was enormous, 

it was high time that the Government of 
Ontario should prepare a statement of the 
exact amount of timber land they had left. 

This province was borrowing money at 
the rate of $260,000 a pear since 1884, and 
the total debt now was, he thought, nearly 
$1,000,000. He ventured to eay there were 
members in this House who did not know 
that, and nine-tenths of the people of the 
province were not aware of it. This money 
was borrowed to pay accruing subsidies due 
railways. The $250,000 was borrowed 
yearly (but the hon. gentleman iaformed 
them he was not going tu borrow this 
year) and wae payable in forty years in an- 
nual $15,000 inetalments. 

In other words, the Government paid 
$520,000 for $250,000, Of course the Goy- 
ernment had the use of tho money in the 
meantime, but if it was not invested at a 
higher rate than 4 per cent. the province 
would lose by it.

Uutil we can say our own skirts are clear 
in this matter, we have no right to lay all 
the evils of the traffic at the dvor of the 
poor liquor seller, We, tho people, (that 
is the State) while receiving money from 
the vendors, as compensation for the evil, 
have no right to complain of the evil. If 
we (the State) sell the right to make drunk- 
ards, why should we complain if drunkards 
are made? If we accepta bribe to close 
our mouths, should we pot, in common 
decency, keep quiet? Inshort, until we 
are prepared to wash our hands of the 
whole business, we should show some con 
sideration for those whose money we handle, 

Now, Mr, Elitor, that does not prove 
that 1 am in favor of the traffic, On the 
contrary, sir, Lentirely agree with Miss 
Phe)ps, that the State makes a huge mis- 
tuke financially, (as well as otherwise) in 
making a compromise with rum, and then 
fanoying itis making money out of the 
transaction, Why sir, it is the most amaz- 
ing stupidity, for the State to gather in 
its millions trom the traflic, and then turn 
right round and spend two dollars for every 
one 80 collected, in what is called the ‘‘ad- 
ministration of justice.’’ In other words 
putting the whole machinery of the law in 
mation to suppress vice, ninety-nine one- 
hundredths of which 18 caueed by the rum 
traffic. 

Why rir, the State could buy up the 
rum traffic root and branch and commit to 
the flames and save millions of dollars by it. 
Now sir, what.is the solution of this apparent 
stupidity? Thefactis the State cannot 
suppress it, and therefore makes the most 
of the evil. We may as well face the 
music and acknowledge that we cannot sup 
press the treffic, Men are too selfish.

The Toronto City Council recently plac- 
od $800,000 in their estimate for a Court 
House and City building. An architect 
was sot to work to prepare plans and speci- 
fications fora building to cost the above 
sum, tenders were asked. and the lowest 
tender for part of the work was $900,000 
The whole would have cost a million and a 
half 

Tho Bollevillo Wator Works were estimat- 
ed by competent engineors (who evidently 
understood their business) to cost not more

CONOLUSION OF THE COMMISSION'S 
LABORS 


The Convention Bigned—lts Provisions 
| Allegod to be Satisfactory to 
Bork Parties, 


(The Empwwe.) 
Wasurnoton, Fib, 16.—Theo fishories 
| troaty was signed at 7 o'olock this evening 
| have always intimated that a satisfactory 
seottioment would result from the negotia 
tions and the troaty proves the truth of my 
opinion, Ovnsidering the high character of 
the high joint commissioners aud the time 
consumed in their deliberations, it may be 
assured that the treaty will bo satisfactory to 
all tho contracting purties. I think it will be 
found to beaccoptabletoCanada and I have no 
doubtthe United States Senate will ratify ib, 
All the commissioners ure Yory reticent to- 
night because the seal of secrecy has not 
yot beon removed, but both sides appear 
to be satistied with the way things have 
shaped themselves. The treaty will go to 
the senate to morrow, and it is understoou 
that with it will be a lottor from the Presi- 
dent asking the Senate to consider it in 
opon and not in executive session, On 
reason for this is that the treaty will be 
made public in a few days anyway, as tho 
Dominion Cabinet re-assembles on the 23rd 
inat., and us soon as the address to the 
spooch from the throne has been moved Sir 
Charles Tupper will lay the treaty on the 
table of the House, when of course it wil 
become public property. A copy of it 
will immediately be laid on the table 
of the British House of Commons. The 
PRINCIPAL POINT OF CONTENTION, 
1 have been able to learn, was in regard to 
the touch and trade privilege and the 
rights of American fishing vessels to figure 
both as tradersand fishermen. Aftor much 
deliberation the Anvglo-Canadian commis 
siouers agreed to permit Yankee fishermen 
to enter Canadian ports to purchase sup- 
plies as well as to tranship cargoes, oto., 
but the American vessels are to pay a li- 
conse for this privilege, the license to take 
the shape of a tonnage tax under certain 
regulations to be imposed by the Dominion 
authorities, This concession is an admis- 
sion of the Canadian contention that under 
existing treaties Amorican vessels were not 
entitled to that privilege, 
THE THREE: MILE LIMIT, 

In tho next most important point under 
controversy the American commissioners 
backed squarely down. From almost the 
first meeting they had contended that the 
three-mile limit could not be allowed to 
stand and thatthe Dominion must recede 
from the position it had taken in that re. 
gard. Finding, however that Mr. Cham 
berlain and Sir Charles Tupper were frm 
on that point, the American commissioners 
suddenly discovered that Canada’s position 
was a tenable one and that the American 
fishermen after all really cared very little 
for the inshore fisherics. They therefore 
agreed that Uanada’s enforcement of tle 
three-mile limit was in accordance with 
the treaty stipulation. ‘The subject of 
COMMERCIAL UNION, 


or commercial reciprocity, as 1 have hereto- 
fore intimated, did not in any way enter 
into the negotiations, simply because the 
Amorican commissoners would not agree to 
any such proposition or let it form a baris 
of the treaty. The only sign of Commer- 
cial Union wasthe provis» in regard to 
the touch and trade privilege, tothe effect 
that when Canadian fish is admitted into 
the United States free of duty tho 
license or tonnage tax shall bo abolished, 
thus placing American vessels on an equal 
footing with Canadians. As regards tho 
free entry of timber, coal, otc., nothing 
was said, The treaty relates only to the 
North Atlantic fisheries. There is nothing 
in it concerning the Behring’s Sea seizures,

which in 2,500 years has changed its course 
five or six times,has once more burst out of 
its old channel at a point about 300 miles 
from the coast. Frantic efforts were made 
to close the breach in the embankments, 
which had been sodden and weakened by 
ten days’ continuous rain; but all was in 
vain.

Licenses In Ontario,

Tho reference made by Sir John Muaoc- 
| donald, at the Quebec banquot, to the pro- 
bability of a fast mail aud passenger service 
| being established bebween Gaont Britain, 
France and Oanada, proves that the Gov- 
ernment of the day is abreast of the times, 
and, having wstablished a line of railway 
from Exasc to West, over Canadian torritory 
land, a line of steamers from the Eastern 
shores of the Pacitio Qcoan to the harbors 
of Asia—tho cap sheafds to be placed upon 
| the great work, rapid transport connection 
| from Europe to tho castern Canadian ports 
(aud thus over the Canadian Pacitic and 
Grand Trunk lines to the far Wear) being 
| now underjconsideration. 

It is well known that fast steamers are 
not adapted to carrying of heavy freight, 
the machinery necessary to produce propel 
ling power, occupying the major portion of 
the space usually allotted to the carriage of 
commercial and industrial prodycts, It has 
been found impossible to unite all the ele 
ments that oak up marine service in one 
combination, If freight is carried, a cor 
responding abatement of speed must fol 
low, the passenger sacrificing time to the 
demands of the inanimate cargo, which 
would lose nothing in value by reasonable 
delay. ‘The service for rapid communica 
tion between London and Plymouth or 
Cherbourg, would necessarily require fast 
sailing steamships making the passage be- 
tween Plymouth and Rimouski (via the 
Straite of Belle Isle) in 140 hours ; between 
the same limits (via Cape Race) in 154 
hours; between Plymouth and Halifax in 
135 hours and (until the opening of naviga- 
tion in the St. Lawrence) 145 hours, By 
this means (an average of 20 knots per hour) 
the Canadian route from Europe would 
land the passenger in Chicago one day soon- 
er than possible by the New York lines ; 
i, e., he would reach Chicago through Cana 

dian territory, as quickly as he could reach 

New York by United States vessels, and 
vice versa. This, however, is a minor con- 

sideration, compared with the immense na- 
tional advantages accruing to the Dominion; 

as a project, such as that suggested by the 

Premier, would perfect our system of rapid 
communication between all points of the 
North-West and British Columbia, It 
would ensure the carriage of immigrants 
, through Canadian territory, to the point of 
' destination, and give an impetus to nation- 
| al interests, socond only to that established 
by the construction of the Pacific Railway ; 

) nay, more,the inauguration of a permanent 

‘fast mail and passenger lineo—which by 

reason of geographical advantages, would 

be the most rapid and expeditious service 
|} in the world—would serve what the circum- 
stance of our position must in the near 
| future unequivocally demand, if the Do- 
minion is to reap the full benelits antici- 
pated from the service already existing be- 

tween Vancouver, China and Japan. A 

| most important link would thus be forged 
between the Imperial arsenals of Wool- 
wich, Plymouth, Halifax, Esquimalt and 

Hong Kong, and the system so perfected, 

concentrate within Canadian territory, the 
volume of commerce passing between the 

| world’s contres of trade. 

Tho two great Oanadian railways must 
realise the importance of the project. It 
cannot be gecured without a largo oxpendi- 
| ture of money, and the interests of theae 
jeorporations would suggest the wisdom of 
| encouragement from them, in the furm ofa 

guaranteed subsidy for a term of years. 

| Uo-operation between the Dominion, and 
the Pacific and Grand Trunk L[ailways, 
would ensure the success of this contemplat- 
ed project, and virsually make Canada the 
distributing point for world travel and mail 
communigations, Added to this, tke route 
through Cherbourg or Boulogne, would bring 
Canada into direct communication with 
France, and so establish a greatly improved 
mail service between Canada and that coun- 
try, as well as with the rest of the continent 
| of Europe, It is well known that the Eng- 
| lish Channel route presents advantages bo- 
sides those immediately connected with the 
| conveyance of mails, Notonly would the 
existing Canadian trade with London in 
products such as cheese, flour, fruit, fresh 
| meat, eto,, be greatly developed by rapid 
| and direct communioation, but also by means 
of the call at Cherbourg or Boulonge, 
}new markets for Canadian products 
| would be developed in Paris and other 
| parts of the continent. Without entoring 
into details, this brief epitome of the ad- 
vantages to be derived from the scheme 
must be apparent to all who haye even 
| cursorily considered the subject, and it is 
reassuring to find that the Goveroment of 
| the day, strong in the conlidence of the 
people,does not intend adopting a reat-and- 
be-thankful policy, but is prepared to meet 
the demands of a progressive and vigorous 
young nation, and to provide all the facili- 
ties required, should the breakers of foreign 
competition jeopardize the Dominion, at 
any future time, 

The present Administration came into 
office in 1878, finding a legacy left that few 
would covet.

The Fishery Treaty, 


Wasainoton, D. O., February 16.—1lt 
can be added to the suggestion as to the 
fishery treaty sent in a former despatch 
that the treaty. contains a provision that 
United States vessels shall paya license in 
tho shape of a tonnage tax for the privilege 
to touch and trade in Canadian ports, But 
it is not to be understood that this tonnage 
is one-sided. Whatever tax is imposed 
upon Oanedian yeasels in American ports, 
“there is nothing in the treaty that is not 
reciprocal. Whatever is exacted on the 
one side is required on the other, From 
this it follows that the definition as to the 
marine league, whether it is to be three or 
four miles, applies as well to the United 
States as to Canada. To give this portion 
of the treaty effect in the United States 
legislation will be necessary to define the 
boundaries and describe the bays and in- 
lets.

MR, PYNE AND OTHERS SENTENCED, 


Dosim, Feb. 15.—Mr. Pyne, M. P., 
was tried to:day on the charge of inciting 
resistance to bailiffs, He was convicte 
and sentenced to three months’ imprison- 
ment without hard labor. Mr, Pyne was 
released on bail, and on leaving the court 
was rearrested on a sinii'ar charge. 

Father Stephens was to day senteuced at 
Falcaragh to three months’ imprisonment 
without hard labor for inciting tenants not 
to pay rents. An appeal was taken. 

Fourteen persons, including Messrs, 
O'Sullivan avd Asho, members of the 
municipal government, were sontenced at 
Galway to day to imprisonment for terms 
varying from two weeks to one month, for 
taking part in a demonstration on the occa- 
sion of Mr. Blunt's arrival at Galway. Mr, 
O'Sullivan was sentenced to an extra week’s 
imprisonment for saying he would do the 
same again.

Then Jezebel borrowed her busband’s signet 
ring or seal, for then, as now, in those lands 
kings never sigued their names, but had a 
ring with the royal name engraved on it, 
aud that impressed on a royal letter or docu- 
mont was the signature. She stamped her 
husband's name on a proclamation which 
resulted in getting Naboth tried for treason 
against the king, and two perjured witnesses 
swore their souls away with the life of 
Naboth, and he was stoned to death, and bis 
property came to the crown, ahd so Jezebel 
got for her husband and herself the kitchen 
garden. 

But whilé the wild street dogs were rend- 
ing the dead body of poor Naboth, Elijah, 
the prophet, tells them of other canines that 
will after a while have a free banquet, say- 
ing: | ‘Where dogs lick the blood of Naboth 
shall dogs lick thy blood, even thine.” 

And, sure enough, three years after, Ahab, 
wounded in battle, his chariot dripping with 
the carnage, dogs stood under it lapping bis 
life's blood. And a little afterward his wife, 
Jezebel, who had been bis chief adviser in 
crime, stands at her palace window and sees 
Jehu, the enemy, approactiing to take posses- 
sion of the palace. And'to mako herself look 
as magi as possible and queenly to the 
very [ast, she decorated her person and, ac- 
cording to Oriental custom, closed her eyes 
nnd rav a brush dipped ina black powder 
along the long eyelashes, and then from the 
window sbe glared her indignation upon 
Jehu, As he rode to tho gates in his chariot 
he shouted to the slaves in her room: 
“Throw ber down!” But no doubt tho 
slaves halted a moment from such work 
of assassination, yet knowing Queen Jezebel 
could be no more to them and the conqueror 
Jehu would be everything, as he shouted 
again, Throw ber down!” they seized ber 
and bore her struggling and cursing to the 
window casement and burled her forth till 
"she came tunibling to the earth, striking it 
just iu time to let Jehu's horses trample her 
and the chariot wheels roll over her. While 
Jehu is inside at the table refreshing himself 
after the excitement he orders bis servants to 
go out and bury the dead queen. But the 
wild street dogs bad for the third time ap- 
peared on the scene, and they remoyed all her 
ibody except those parts which in all ages 
dogs are by a strange instinct or brutal su- 
perstition kept from touching after death 
the palms of the hands and the soles of the 
foot. 

All this appalling scene of ancient history 
vas the result of a wife's bad advice to a 
husband, of o wife's struggle to advance her 
busband’s interests by unlawful means. 
Ahab and.Jezebel got the kiteben garden of 
Naboth, bit the dogs got them, The trovble 
all began when this mistaken wife aroused 
her husband out of his melancholy by the

No one can so inspire un man to noble pur- 
poses as a noble woman, and no one s0 thor- 
oughly degrade a man as a wife of unworthy 
tendencies, While in my text we bave illus- 
tration of wifely ambition employed in the 
wrong direction, society and history are full 
of instances of wifely ambition gloriously 
triumphant in right directions, All that was 
worth admiration fn the character of Henry 
VI was a reflection of the heroics of bis wife 
Margaret, William, Prince of Orange, was 
restored to the right path by the grand 
qualities of bis wife Mary, Justinian, the 
Romau emperor, confesses that his wise laws 
were the suggestion of his wife Theodora, 
Andrew Jackson, the warrior and president, 
bad his mightest reenforcement in his plain 
wife, whose inartistic attire was the amuse- 
ment of the elegant circles in which she was 
invited. Washington, who broke the chain 
that held America in Yoreign vassalage, wore 
tor forty years a chain around his own neck, 
that chain holding the miniature likeness of 
her who had been his greatest inspiration, 
whether among the snows at Valley Forge or 
amid the honors of the presidential chair, 
Pliny’s pen was driven through all its poetic 
and historical dominions by his wife Calpur- 
nia, who sang his stanzas to the sound of 
flute and sat among audiences enraptured 
at her husband's genius, herself the most 
enraptured, Pericles said he got all bis 
eloquence and statesmanship from his wife, 
When the wife of Grotius rescued him from 
long imprisonment at Lovestein by means of 
a bookcase that went in and out, carrying 
his books to and fro, he one day trasported, 
hidden amid the folios, and the women of 


| besieged Weinsberg, getting permission from 


the victorious army to take with them so 
inuch of their valuables as they could carry, 
under cover of the promise shouldered and 
took with them as the most important yalu- 
ables their husbands-4both achievements in 
a literal way illustrated what thousands of 
times has been done in a figurative way, that 
wifely ambition has been the salvation of 
men, 

De Tocqueville, whoso writings will be po- 


“tential and quoted while the world lasts, 


ascribes his success to his wife, and says: ‘Of 
all the blessings which God has given to me, 
the greatest of all in my eyes is to bave 
lighted on Maria Motley.” Martin Luther 
says of his wife: “I would not exchange my 
poverty with her for all the riches of Croesus 
without her,” Isabella of Spain, by ber su- 
perior faith in Columbus, put into the hand 
of Ferdinand, her husband, America. Jobn 
Adams, president of tho United States, said 
of his wife: ‘She never, by word or look, 
discouraged ine from running all hazards for 
the salvation of my country’s liberties.” 
Thomas Carlyle spent the last twenty years 


of bis life in trying by his pen to atone 
for the fact that during bis wife's 
life be never appreoiated her  influ- 
ence on his career and destiny. Alas, 


that baving taken ber from a beautiful home 
and a brilliant career, be should have buried 
her in the homo of a recluse and scolded her 
in such language as only a dyspeptic genius 
could manage, until one day, while in her in- 
validism riding in Hyde Park, ber pet dog 
got run over and under the excitement the 
coachman found her dead. Then the liter- 
ary giant woke from bis conjugal injustice 
ond wrote the lamentations of Craigen-Put- 
tock and Cheyne Row. The elegant ond ful- 
some epitapbs that husbands put upon their 
wives’ tombstones are often an attempt to 
make up for luck of appreciative words that 
should have been uttered in the ears of the 
living. A whole Greenwood of monumental 
inscriptions will not do a wife so much good 
after she has quit the world, as one plain sen- 
tence like that which Tom Hood wrote to his 
living wife whon he Said; *' 
thing till LT knew you,” 

Ob, woman, what ts your wifely ambition, 
noble or ignob'e? Is it high social position? 
That will then probably direct your husband, 
and bo will climb and scramble and slip and 
fall and rise and tumble, and on what level

ASTRAY, AS USUAL. 


We venture to say that in the item of suzar 
alone the difference in the cost of living in, fa 
vor of the Englishman is very considerab’e, An 
article selling in England at 4c. per lb. com 
mands in a 7¥o. per Ib. n differencs of 
3¥o. per Ib. and this on 20 Ibs. per year, esti 
mated consumption of sugar per head of our 
population, is about 75c. persnnum And that 
is one case in which goods cost hore in Canada 
than in England, andin which the protective 
system does not favor but oppresses the man of 
moderate meana.—Xingston Whig. 


The Whig is wide of the mark, as uaual. 
Sugar is cheaper in England than it is in 
Canada, because England does not tax it 
and Canada does. But if the Englishman 
escapes taxation on his sugar, he has to 
pay heavy taxes directly to the Govern- 
ment, and the net result, when all is figur- 
ed up, is that the Euglishinan payr $12.22 
per annum to his Government, whilst the 
Canadian pays but $7.46 or $476 loss, 
Thus it is clear that the Eoglishman’s sugar 
really costs him more than the Canadian 
pays for his. Such isone of the decep- 
tions of free trade. Moreover, we in Can. 
ada by imposing a duty on sugar profit by 
the refining industry, which gives em- 
ployment to the workmen engaged in the 
business, to coopers, carters, railways, coal 
miners, and vessels ; and the importing of 
raw sugars from the West Indies for re- 
fining plrposes gives to us a profitable 
trade with thoso islands which would other- 
wise be reduced to very small proportions. 
So our contemporary will see tho sugar 
duties.are profitable to the country. Eng- 
land, then, nominally admits sugar and 
other articles free, but really exacts heavy 
duties indirectly by means of what is called 
direct taxation. These duties greatly ox- 
ceed in amount the direct duties levied by 
Canada, This it will be seen that the sys- 
tems differ in accordance with the differing 
ciroimatancés of the two ‘countries, Bri- 
tain’s system may possible be the best for 
Britain, although there ic a growing con- 
viction that it is not. Canada’s system 
has certainly proved itsclf tho best for 
Canada, and publio opinion is constantly 


growing in its favor.

Chirty thousand dollars, we admit, is a 
very small item in the eyes of some of our 
wealthy Aldermen, past and present, who 
haye spent so lavishly of their private funds 
in building up the city, but not so withthe 
general ratepayers, and for their informa 
tion, and theira alone, | bog to submit, in 
manner as possible, a few 
fivures showing the present state otf our 
Hoances, 

The debenture debt of the city is $390, 
000,00, that is $39.00 a head for every man, 
woman and child in the city, or $195.00 for 
every head of a family. Of this sum,5140, 
000 was borrowed within the last ten years, 
to keep tho wolf from the door, whilst the 
population romainus about stationary and 
the value of property is continually shrink- 
ing. Add to this a floating debt of $33,770, 
which witl absorb all tho available assets, 
inoldding the sinking fund and uncollected 
taxes, as per statement to the first of the 
present year. Of the debenture debt $112, 
000, bearing six per cout interest, falls due 
in about two years, and nota cent to meet 
it visible to the naked eye, Add to this 
again $200 000, expended by the Water- 
works Company, which you don’t suppose 
they are going to make you a present of. 
[t becomes virtually a debt of the city, for 
which we pay money the same as if it wore 
a debenture debt. 

Truc, we expect a direct benefit from the 
watlorworks in curtailis gz the expenses of 
the fire department, and lowering the 
rates of insurance, which, we only hope 
will prove satisfactory; but we must not 
forget that it entails an expenditure to the 
city for sewerage, which to be of any ser 
vice, will cost at least $100,000, more. 

Looking at this from a financial stand- 
point, wed» hope that our worthy alder- 
men will pause before committing them- 
selves to the present bridge scheme. 

The $30,000, from the city, is but the 
thin end of the wedge, and from all visible 
appearances, the city would be called up- 
on to finish the work at a cost of about 
seventy thousand dollars more, 

Are you prepared, gentlemen, to take 
the responsibity, kuowing the state, of the 
city’s indebtedness, and ita limited re- 
sources at the present time? a condition of 
things, which Lam constrained to publish 
at present.

Mothers and their Boys, 

There are many responsibilities resting 
upon a mother ; they come in every form 
and variety, but judging from observatiun 
and experience the oue that presses nearer 
her heart, and is heaviest to be borne, is 
how best to raise her boys. Walking down 
the street a few morningsago I met a 
friend, the mother of two little boys. In 
speaking to me of a young man she had 
just seen and admired she said; **) never 
B66 & Nice, steady young man but I wonder 
if my boys will grow up to be good and 
cleyer,”” There was a depth of feoling in 
her tone and look that sent me on my way 
thinking—yes, thiukiuy of the auxtous 
hearts allover the world with the same 
wonder in them as to the future of their 
boys. Parents have so much more ambi 
tiuu for thelr buys that iris; they dream 
and plan for their future and mark out the 
work or profession of their boys when very 
young, and it isa singular thing, but is 
certalaly true, that no ome out of ten ever 
fultills his parents’ desire, and hence so 
many disappolutaients as to our children’s 
success in lite. So wecome bask to the 
fistquery, ‘* how shall we raise our boys {’ 
I have always been a close observer and 
have watched different methods with much 
interest. Oh mother will toll you she be- 
lieves there is nothing like kinduesas; a 
boy must not be driven, you must appeal 
to his honoraud win the entire love and 
confidence and you have gained the fight ; 
and yet, usually, you wit tiud such boys 
iadulged, and utterly spoiled and selfish, 
having their own way while young, and 
utterly unbearable when grown, for they 
are always wiser than their parents; so 
that rule doesn't work. Again one will tell 
you there is nothing like being strict with 
a boy; you cannot hold them in with too 
tightarein, Often the result of that man- 
agement is to make a boy behave well be 
fore his parents, and as soon as from under 
their observation deceive them in all pus- 
sible ways ; so that rule doesu’t work al- 
ways. Solomon thought he had solved the 
problem when he said; ‘* Train upachild 
in the way he should go, and when he is 
old he will not depart from it.” The boys 
in Solomon's days must have differed some 
what from our boya, for we kauw of boys 
who have beon carefully trained that have 
sadly departed from the way they should 
go. Boys’ parents have mudo tt the study 
of their lives to raise their children in thu 
fear of the Lord, and have as far as hu- 
man judment goes done the yery best they 
knew how, and yet failed. 1t is ao hard 
Question to settle, and parents musy sbudy 
the subject for themsolves. hers migh 
be a fow hints thrown out to inexperienced 
mothers by those who have finished the 
work and can look back andsee their mis 
takes, The trouble begins very varly ; the 
birth of a boy baby is usually hailed’ with 
40 extra amount of dolight, and the little 
idol becomes in a very short while a little 
tyrant ; by the time he is 3or 4 yeara old 
he manages his mother ve ry much more 
successfully than slio has ever managed 
him, and poor foolish mothers bogin from 
that age to shield a bad, impertinent child 
from the father’s needful discipline ; their 
faults are concealed for fear that tho father 
will deal too severely. The mother has 
not the strength of character to be firm 
herself and dreads to see hor idol punished 
when she knows he deserves it, and so she 
goes on bearing from day to day with tho 
faults that are gaining in proportions until 
her life is a burden, and soon tho boy gots 
beyond her control and is his own master, 
There isso much depending on a mother, 
Firmness at the vory earliest ago is the 
moat essential requisite management ; then 
implicit obedionce comesnext, Tho great- 
est trouble comes from the overindulgence 
of mothors ; if you ever hear o mother say 
too child, I will tell your father,” you 
may at once assy that boy is ruined, for he 
has a miserable weok mother that foels (and 
lets the child see) sho has to call Inassistance 
to enforce ® very feeblo discipline. Boys 
cannot stand too much kindness or indul 
gence ; in that they diffor from girls ; kind. 

ness mingled with firmneos and indulgence 
in moderation is the better plan. The 
vory best boya are those who are ralsed in 
this wey, 4nd parente will fica wroat doal 
of their success de pends on mal low com- 
panions of thoir boys; don’t lot 
tho approach of their pare:

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Elephants in the Lumber Business, 

Lazy and clumsy-looking as is the ele- 
phant in our menageries, where it is more 
ly dn object of curiosity, in Asia it is os 
useful au animal as the horse, and is, in- 
deed, employed in a great variety of ways. 

There are few, if any, tasks which a 
horse can be trusted to perform without 
careful and conntant guidance; whereas 
the elephant is frequently given as much 
indepeudence of action as a man would 
have for the same work. This is notably 
the case in the lumber-yards of Rangoon 
and Maulmoin, where the entire operation 
of moving and piling the heavy timber is 
performed by male elephants without any 
special supervision by the keepers. 

The logs to be moved are teakwood, 
which is very heavy. They are cut into 
lengths of twenty feet, with diameter or 
perhaps a square, of abouta foot, An ele- 
phant will goto a log, kneel down, thrust 
hia trunk around the middle of it, curl his 
trunk over it, test it to see that it is even- 
ly balanced, and then rise with it and easi- 
ly carry it to the pile whioh is being made. 
Placing the log carefully on the pile in its 
proper place, the sagacious avimal will step 
buok a few paces und measure with his eye 
to determine whother or not the log needs 
pushing one way or another, [t will then 
make any necessery alteration of position. 
Io this way, without a word of command 
from its mahout, or driver, it will then go 
on with its work. 

To do any special task, it must, of course, 
be direoted by the mahout ; but it is mar- 
vellous to see how readily this great creat- 
bre comprehends its instructions, and how 
fogeniouely it wakes use of ita strength.

Asa rule, however, the work of dragging 
is done by the female elephants, since, 
having no tusks, they cannot carry logs as 
the maleelephantsdo, A man could hard 
ly display more judgment in the adjuet- 
ment of the rope or chain around a 1og, 
nor could a man with his two hands tie and 
untie knots more skillfully than do they 
with their trunks.—/rom ** Klephants at 
Work,” by John &.

Prince Bismarck is said to have advised 
Count Schouvaloff to urge his Government 
to refrain from presenting those demands 
officially to Austria, on the ground that 
thoy would be rejooted peromptorily with- 
out discussion. ; 

A Nling'to the dispatch from which the 
above taken, tho ‘military preparations 

of Austria and Germany, which are in al- 
liance, are on a gigantic scalo aud fo noar 
completion that thoy can abide by eyents, 
accepting Russia's signal for war or wait- 
ing for an opportune moment for attack, 
Asan adjunct to the treaty of alliance, 
plan has been agreed upon for co-operation 
of the allied forces. When the campaign 
opens there will be threo armies in the 
field. One, consisting of the first or Kast 
Prussian corps, the fourth or Western 
Prussian corps, the fifth or Posen corps, 
and the sixth or Silesian corps, will be 
under command of Prince Willian. The 
second army, led by the King of Saxony, 
will consist ot the Saxon contingent and 
the Austrian troops stationed in Galicia and 
Bohemia. The third army, under Arch- 
duke Albrecht of Austria, wi'l bo composed 
of the bulk of the Hungarian and Austrian 
troops, and will form the southern corps. 
If France enters the field this plan will be 
modified, but the German and Italian 
armies mobilized are relied upon to dispose 
of the French. 

The acceleration of the Italian naval pre- 
parations is due to urgent representations 
from Berlin. Sig. Crispi, the Italiau Primo 
Minister, has responded to Prince Bismarck 
with the assurance that the Italian fleet 
will soon be ready for offensive operations, 
Details supplied to the War Office confirm 


-the reports of intense activity in the Italian 


arsenals. German officers who were sent 
to assist in the preparations report favor 
ably on the concentration of the Italian 
paval forces at three centres—Mossina, 
Taranto and Maddalena. On tho Island of 
Maddalena, whictris off the northeast coast 
of Sardinia, a new arsenal has been estab- 
lished. The heaviest Krupp guns are be- 
ing mounted at these points. Extensive 
fort works are being conatructed at Mad- 
dalena, which is designed to be the ren- 
dezvous of the'fleet operating against the 
coast of France. 

A secret understanding between Great 
Britain and Italy is alleged, but so far noth- 
ing definite has been learned. France is 
said to be ready to aid Russia against her 
conqueror of 1870-1, and in this statement 
thore isa strong element of probability. 
Great events are in prospect, lt is to be 
hoped that the difficulties which exist may 
find a peaceable solution. 


THE PROGRESS OF DEGRADATION. 


Mr. Balfour, tae Chief Secretary for Lre- 
land, has worthily acquired the reputation 
of being oné of the ablest debaters in tho 
Imperial Parliament. On Friday last ho 
confirmed the public judgment as to his 
ability, by making one of the strongost 
speeches that has for some time boon heard 
in Parliament. Amongst mavy other sharp 
and telling hits in his speech was the fol- 
lowing : 


_ Hoe was pained at the progress of degradation 
in the Liberal party, the inembers of which now 
rese to the height of indignation only when de 
nouncing judges, magistrates and the police, 


The parallel between the Liberal party 
of Canada and that of Groat Britain is in 
this respect very close ; as, whilst tho Brit. 
ish Liberals have been denouncing those 
charged with the administration of justice 
in Ireland for doing their duty, the Cana- 
dian Liberals have been equally busy in de- 
nounci .g the judges of tho election courts 
for punishing the Grits whose corruption 
was made manifest. But the British Lib- 


crals are by’no means 80 badly off, in a po- 
litical sense, as are their Canadian con/reres.

The Treaty in the Senate, 

Wasutnaton, Feb. 20.—Tho Fisheries 
Treaty has been received by the Sonate. 

Wasuinoton, Fob. 20.—The Fishorics 
Treaty was sent to the Senate to day, and 
with it a short message from the President 
recommending that its provisions be ut once 
made public, When the Senate went into 
excoutive eossion the treaty was immediate- 
ly read. A motion was made on the Demo- 
oratio side to have the troaty made public 
but Mr. Edmunds (Republican), from Ver 
mont, objected, It requires unanimous 
consent for a motion to prevail in the Sen- 
ate and Mr, Edmunds’ objection was vital 
and laid the matter over, 

lt is the general opinion to-night that 
the Senate will hold an executive sossion 
to-morrow and that the treaty will not then 
be made public. Wodnesday beirg Wash- 
ington’s birthday thore will be no session 
of the Senate and on Thureday it is the im- 
pression here that the treaty will be made 
public in Ottawa. 

The Senate wasin oxecutive session for 
an hour, and during that time the treaty 
was quite vigorously discussed. It is un- 
derstood to-night that the treaty provides 
that vessels eutering the Canadian ports 
shall pay a tonnage tex of $1.50 a year,and 
this tax the Republican senators claim is 
excessive and on that the chief opposition 
was based. Without coming to any de- 
cision the Senate adjourned. 

Lt is not known that any other clauses ‘n 
the treaty caused serious opposition, bub.of 
course, to-day’s debate was mere'y the 
opening skirmish, not a goneral engage- 
ment. Somo time will undoubtedly elapse 
before the treaty is ratitied. The Repub- 
lican Senators, the New England Jingoites 
eapocially, will work the treaty for all it is 
worth to rake the Administration fore and

FISHFRY TREATY. 
Ite Provisions Made Pabtic, 
A Summary of the Doocament. 


At last tho terms of the new troaty bo- 
tweon Groat Britain and the United States 
ro Canadian fisheries are made public, the 
document being telegraphed from Washing 
ton last night. 

The treaty provides for the appointment 
of a commission to delimit the waters to 
which the United States, in the treaty of 
1818, renounced forever the liberty of tak- 
ing and ouring fish, 

Tho commission is to meet without delay. 
It will comprise two commissioners appoint- 
ed by the British Government, and two by 
the United States. - 

The delimitation shall be marked on Brit- 
ish Admiralty charts, che three mile limit 
being measwred seaward from low water 
mark, excepting in waters not otherwise 
provided for in the treaty, in which case 
the three miles shall be measured from a 
point in the harbor whore the width does 
not exceed ten marine miles, 

Avy dieazreement of the commissioners 
shall be subjct to final decision by an um- 
pire selected by both Governments, 

United States fishing voss els will continue 
to have free navigation of the Strait of 
Canao. 

United States fishing vessols entering 
harbors mentioned in Article I shall con- 
form to the Canadian harbor regulations. 

In case of disaster United States fishing 
vessels may unload, tranship or sell their 
fish cargoes in specified Canadian and New- 
foundland harbors, subject to customs laws 
and regulations, 

Licenses to purchase supplies in estab 
lished Canadian ports for the homeward 
voyage shall be granted to United States 
fishing vessels, 

Canadian and Newfoundland fishing ves- 
sels are guaranteed on the United States 
Atlantio coast all privileges enjoyed by 
United States vessels in Canadiosn and 
Newfoundland waters. 

Severe penalties are laid down for unlaw- 
ful fishing in the waters referred to in Arti- 
cle I, The offending vessel may be for- 
feited, together with supplies and cargo 
aboard. 

The most important artiole provides that 
when free trade in fish oil, whale oil,sealoil 
and fish of all kinds (except fish preserved in 
oil) is established between Oanada, New- 
foundland and Labrador on the onehand and 
the UnitedStates onthe other, the privilege 
of entering British American waters shall 
be gratuitously according to United States 
vessels for the following purposes ; ({) The 
purchasing of provisions, bait, ice, seines, 
lines and all other supplies and outfits ; (2) 
transhipment of catching for transport by 
apy means of conveyance ; (3) shipping of 
crews, 

Supplies shall not be obtained by barter, 
but bait must be so obtained. Like priv- 
eges shall be continued or given to fishing 
vessels of Canada and of Newfoundland on 
the United States Atlantic coast. 

The assent of the United States Senate, 
Dominion Parliament and Newfoundland 
Legislature shall be received before the 
treaty is ratified.

Oh, what—what should she do / She spent 
a day and a night, and another day, almost 
maddened by doubt and fear, How she 
hated and abhorred theso two men?

Of course it 
ends, as it ought to ond, in the artist sav- 
ing her life, and eyentually winning her 
love and hersolf, 

The curtain rose ard the play began. 

Miss Atcherly, beautifully dressed, and 
for an amateur young actress speaking loud 
enough to be heard by the first three rows 
of auditors at least, is recoived with ap- 
plause, 

Mr, Harlscourt, as tho lucky artist, look 
ing wonderfully handsome in a suit of black 
velvet and gold—-appropriate costume for 
4 ponniless painter—speaks so that every 
body can hear hie deep tenor tones, and 
comes forward to the footlights, trilling a 
song. Nature had given him every re- 
quisite fora firat-rate actor ; a darkly splen- 
did face, a tall, commanding form, a deep 
rich voice, and porfectly natural action, 
No professional actor could have played 
better than he; his genius even warmed 
up the others in their parte, and gave Mies 
Atchorly time to find her voice. Scores 
there remembered, for yoars after, how he 
looked that night—tho last night as thoy 
thought, for ever of his old life. It was 
all over, the crash had come—his brilliant 
Bohemian exiatonce was atan end for ever, 
Outiawry—oxile—disgrace was his portion, 
and he stood before them, looking hand- 
somer than ever, and acting as though he 
had not a care in the world, 

Paulina Lisle sat watching the progress 
of the play, led away from tho great trouble 
of her life by its interest. Huw well he 
played, shethought, how magnificently be 
looked | Bow like ‘Camilla’s' fate was to 
her own!

THE LONDON “‘THUNDEKER" APPROVES IT 
HIGHLY, 


(London Times, Feb. 23.) 

Thore is nothing in the new treaty in- 
consistent with the principles of the con- 
yention of 1818. Canada makes certain 
concessions uf no substantial 1mportance to 
herself, and obtains in return a clear re- 
cognition of her rights under that conven- 
tion. Americau opiniovs of that treaty 
are of course influenced by party lines. In 
British eyes, however, the success of the 
treaty depends upon the reception it may 
meet in Cauada. Care must be taken not 
to judge Canadian opinion from the ad- 
verse comments of one or two prom- 
inent Toronto journals, which may not 
haye yet mastered the treaty and were 
certainly not predisposed to regard it 
with fayor. The party which advocates 
commercial union with the United States is 
naturally displeased at losing an oppor- 
tunity for applying its panacea, We shall 
be surprised if the majority of Oanadians 
do not highly appreciate the settlement. 
The compromise by which Mr. Chamber- 
lain and his colleagues have couciliated one 
party to the dispute without materially 
altering the position of the other will, we 
feel certain, appear the more skilful the 
more closely it is examined.

Prince Bismarck made a loug speech and 
the thing was over. That was all. The 
Army Bill was passed en bloc and the 
Loan Bill was referred for form's sake to 
the Budget Committee. Lt was an exem- 
plary and effective bit of work, this two 
hours’ Parliamentary sitting ; and when at 
the close of it the house dissolved—ina 
loud buatle and babel of chuckling and 
mutual self-complacment congratulations — 
and the Chancellor, accompanied by his son, 
Count Herbert, passed out on footinto the 
street, he was received with what was simply 
a deafening roar ofacclamation by the vast 
multitudes besieging the building. Up went 
their ‘‘sweaty nightcaps” with another 
frantic roaras the crowd opened to let 
the Chancellor pass. But when he had 
reached its midst, it folded round bim 
again and rolJed alorg with him to his 
palace, cheerirg and tossing up its mul- 
titudinous hats like mad.

The prison report shows that in the com. 
mon gaols of the Province there were 11,- 
017 commitments in 1887, an increase of 
372 over the number in the provious year. 
The difference is caused by an increase of 
575 in thé number of commitments 
for. drunkenness, . offset by decreases 
in the commitments for various. other 
offences. The non criminal’ classes con- 
fined in gaols are represented by 
460 lunatics, 15 persons detained aa wit- 
nosses, 6 debtors and 111 /persons vharyed 
with ‘contempt of Court/’ which offence 
probably consists sometimes of non pay 
ment of adebt, The number of convictions 
for the yéar was 6,780.

The Department of Justice had not 
been reformed or improved, the proposed 
portfolio of Trade and Commerce had not 
buen created, the Frauchise Act was for 
the especial benefit of maintaining the Goy 
ernment’'s majority, the Controverted Elvc- 
tion Act was a legal enigma which the 
judges of Oatario, Quebec sud Now Brun- 
awick could not interpret, and the country 
was stewpod hopelessly in debt by reasou of 
its unrighteous compact with the Canadian 
Pacific railway corporation. ** The vicious 
economical policy of the Government,” 
said Mr. Laurier, ** has landed our country 
over to rings, combiuations and monopolies, 
Our boasted prosperity is mythical. If the 
alloged prosperity existed, why were thou 
sands upon thousands of our oltizens turn- 
ing their bavk upou Canad’ and that pros 
pority 7” 

Sir John was very happy in his reply to 
Mr. Laurier, He spoke parlicularly about 
the proposed portfolio of Trade and Odm- 
merce, aud reminded the leader of the Op- 
position that there was aclause at the end 
of the Act which proscribed that the office 
would only be created when His Excellency 
deeined that it was necessary. The affairs 
of the Customs and Inland Revenue de 
partments had been so ably managed that 
there was no need of decapitating the 
heads of these institutions, and there had 
not been a sivgle petition from a chamber 
of commerce in the country, from # 
Mechanics’ Lustitute or frout an organized 


‘labor union for the creation of the afore- 


said new portfolio, 

As for the re-arrangement of the Depart- 
ment of Justice by the appointment of a 
Solicitor-Guneral, he would trust bis able 
colleague who presided over that depart- 
iment to say when the new othicer was neces- 
sary. 

Sir Johu then drifted into a humerous 
defence of his Government's fiscal _polivy, 
He said he romembored whon Mr. Laurior 
put himself on record as a protectionist of 
the pure breed.

Sir John admitted that the Franchise Act 
and the Uontroverted [lection Act needed 
souls mending, spoke of the fisheries treaty 
ouly very brietly, aud wound up by asking 
his friends opposite how it was that if the 
country was going to the deuce the people 
would porsist in returning:him and his co’- 
leagues to power, and thus almost swearing 
by them. 

Sir Richard Cartwright Jaughed at the so- 
called prosperity of the country, and said 
the people of Canada were not leaving their 
homes by the thousands but by the millions, 
This remark scemed to vreate a great deal 
of fun for the Ministerialists, 

Sir Richard then devoted himself to claim- 
ing that Oatario at least grow and prosper- 


.} ed six times as rapidly when Mr. Mackenzie 


was in power as it had since, but he ran foul 
of the wrath of the members from the Prai- 
rie Province, when he said that millions of 
bushels of grain were rotting in Manitoba 
for want of transportation facilities to the 
markets of the Eist, 

Mr. Daly, of Selkirk, was so indiguout 
at this remark that he hissed across the 
floor at Sir Richard that it was utterly 
false. Mr. Davin said further that there 
was some grain piled up in bags, but so 
long as the frost lasts tt is as safe in the 
baro.

The next morning 
my father read from the paper; ‘ The body 
ofa manu was found last night in the river 
above the dam.’ lt proved to be a Virgin- 
ian, named Hall, who had been struggling 
with poverty and ill-health in the city for 
months. He had been starving the day 
before, and had applied for work to every 
man he met. His last appeal was to me. 
A kind word would have saved him. It 
was ato Fifty years have 
passed since then, out even now | wako at 
night with that man’s face before me.” 

The consequences of our careless neglect 
of the poor are not often brought home to 
us in such a way. Yet we may be certain 
that every time we turn away a needy 
brother, we leave him to evil influences, 
which we might have changed into good 
ones. Every beggar, every creature hurt

Chinese Immigration, 


Practically the Chinose immigration 
question in the United States is solved. 
The restrictive measures have in every 
sense been a success. Emigration from 
China to the States began in 1854, when 
13,100 Chinese arrived in the country, set- 
tling mainly on the Californian coast. Thi® 
emigration continued in varying volume 
for eighteen years—in 187) as many as 
19,033 coming, in 1871 6,030—the arrivals 
answering the natural laws of supply and 
demand. In 1883, through the treaty of 
restriction, the immigrants fell to 381. In 
1884, there were 84 ; in 1885, 57 ; in 1886, 
8; and last year 25. Of course, these 
figures do not take into account the num- 
ber of Chinamen shipped to Brit’sh Uol- 
umbia, andthence making their journey 
by ‘underground railway” to Portland, 
San Francisco and other cities ; but they 
demonstrate beyond a doubt that the 
wholesale advent of these new comors— 
objectionable because of their habita of life

The estimated number of registered let 
tors passing by mail in Canada during this 
year was 3,560,000. The casualties affect- 
ing safe carriage and delivery rpplied to 
166 cases out of this number, a result 
which does not vary from the ordinary 
average of one in eyery $1,400 letters re- 
gistered, 

The Money Order offices in operation 
on the 30:h of June, 1887, numbered 
933, an increase of 23 during the year, 

The tatal number of money orders of all 
classes iseued during the year was 674,899, 
an increase over the previous year of 46,- 
441. Of these, 402,983, amounting tc $8,- 
093,886, were for payment in Cavada ; the 
remainder, 171,916. amounting to $2,235,- 
097, were payable abrovd. Whilethe dc- 
meastic business exhibits much the same re- 
sults as the previous year, the transactions 
with other countries continue to increasé 
in volume, Tho transmissions by money 
order to other countries, in 1887, exceeded 
those of 1886 by $150,000, and the pay. 
monts in Canada of money orders originat- 
ing abroad exceeded like payments in 1886 
by $249,716. 

P. ST OPFICE SAVINGS BANK 

The balance due to depositora at the oloze 
of the fiscal year (80ch June, 1887) was 
$19,497.750, an increase of $2,338,368 
during the year, about the same increase 
as exbibited in the previous year as com- 
pared with that which preceded it. While 
the rate of increase in the gross amount of 
deposits remained the eqme, it is worthy of 
remark that the deposits iu 1887 increased 
numerically by 16.754 as compared with an 
increaso of 9.746 in 1886, and that the 
open accounts (more numerous io 1887 than 
in 1886 by 1 289) increased in larger pro- 
portion, a8 compared with the previous 
year, than in any single year gave one, 
since the establishment of Posteflice Say- 
ings Banks. While the figures of a single 
year afford insuflicient data for observa- 
tion, it may be hoped that the “small de- 
posite” are, asa class, beoomiug more num- 
érous, ‘Phe accompanying Statistical 
Table shows, in tabular form, the progress 
of the Postoflice Savings Bauk from 1868 
to 1887. Twenty three new offices were 
acded, during the year, to the number of 
those authorised to transact Savings Bank 
businegs, making « total of 415 in opera: 
tion on the 80th June, 1887. Tho losses 
sustained during the year in conducting 
the Savings Bank business were confined
